Then comes John M. Ewen, who has under- 
taken the task of “ engineering " both Hulit 
and Power. 


Gov. Vessey Pushed to Front. 

This is the combination which has under- 
taken the scheme, although Gov. R. 8. Ves- 
sey of South Dakota is pushed to the front 
whereves the cocagion demanda,- He has tem- 
porarily giveh up the job of ministering to 
his constituents, and spends part of his time 
méeting prospective members and investors 
at the Lexington hotel.

In the meanwhile Power et al. are 
trying to convince men with money that 
they have a concrete investment which will 
produce revenues from the start if these 
capitalists will only contribute $38,000,000 for 
the purchase of the ground and then agree 


struction of a building to be twice the size 
of the Coliseum and ten times as magnifi- 
cent. 

The disillusion, however, seems to have 
been brought about by the issuance of the 
Agricultural association’s prospectus, which 
offers as directors the names of men who 
repudiate the organization, and men who 
were not consulted regarding the use of 
their names. It also contains a number of 
fake illustrations, consisting of photographs 
of sections of various clubs and hotels which 
purport to be “ interiors ” of the magnificent 
structure which is built—on paper. 


Prominent Men Inveigled. 

On Aug. 6 the association issued more than 
800 invitations for a banquet at the Lexing- 
ton hotel, but-only 190 accepted them. The 
promoters inveigied prominent men into 
writing papers and placed the names of these 
on the program, but several wise ones de- 
clined to show up, and the papere were read 
by others. Then, judging by developments. 
Hulit assumed the privilege of naming as 
directors of hie organization most of these 
persons so invited. 

THe TRIBUNE received an invitation to 
the banquet, and Hulit appears to have be- 
come grief stricken because this move did not 
draw the publicity he had figured upon. Since 
then he has telephoned several times telling 
what a ‘good thing’ he had and empha- 
sizing that he had ‘raised $3,000,000 and 
was ready to break ground.” Investigation, 
however, showse thie to be another dream. 

The name of Dr. J, B. McFatrioh, president 
of the beard of education, has been pub- 
lished as Gtrector and vice president of the 
organization, although he was not consulted. 
When his attention was drawn to it he tele- 
phoned Hulit some pretty straight talk and 

exacted a promise from the promoter that 
every copy of the prospectus would be called 
in and no further use would be made of the 
pond name or picture.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 3, 1 a. m.—[Ope- 
cial.}—Twelve hours after it was expected 
the secotid session of the Sixty-aecond con- 
gress would adjourn eine die, both houses 
were in session this morning. . 

Failure to act on several matters, includ- 
tog the genera! deficiency appropriation bill, 
was the cause of the delay. 

The long session was held, despite the 
agreement between house and senate leaders 
to adjourn at midnight 


Houses Still Far Apart. 

When this agreement was made fit had 
become epparent that the differerices be- 
tween the two houses on the appropriation 
bill were almost irreconcilable. Democratic 
Leader Underwood of the house went to the 
senate chamber and proposed that the seasion 
should be brought to an end at midnight, net- 
withstanding the condition of legisiation in 
the two houses. 

Representative Fitzgerald, reporting thé 
disagreement on the deficiency bill to the 
house, said that the house had receded on 
items aggregating upward of $1,100,000, while 
the senate had receded from items carrying 
approximately only $400,000. 

The senate, he pointed out, had added 
$5,515,607 to the house will, which originally 
carried $6,185,268. There were in disagree- 
ment items aggregating $4,084,183, to which, 
he said, the house should net under any cir 
cumstances agree. 


_Benate Reports Disagreements, 

In the senate Senator Warren reported a 
flat disagreement on a number of provisions 
in the measure. He enumerated among 
others: 

Claims of states against the United States. 

Legislation regarding water works in Ha- 
wali 


An extra month's pay for senate and house 
employés. 

A provision to repay the persons who paid 
the ransom of Miss Bilen Stone to the Mace- 
donian brigands. 

The Corféerees on the general deficiency 
bill, which carries $12,000,000, had worked 
almost without cessation during the day. 
The measure as it passed the house contained 
less than $6,000,000, and this sum was almost 
doubled by the amendments attached in the 
senate. Because of these big increases the 
house conferees insisted that the senate must 
recede from many of them. 


Stop Murdock Filibuster. 

During the afternoon session the house 
quickly ended the one man filibuster with 
which Victor Murdock of Kansas threatened 
to uppset all plans for the adjournment of the 
session. 

Mr. Murdock was making a fight against 
the conference report on the postal appro 
priation bill providing Payment of not more 
than $35,000 to the St. Louis Termina) aseo- 
ciation for carrying malls across the Eeds 
bridge. The house adopted the report, with 
only Mr. Murdock voting egainst it. 


Clark Gives Valedictory. 

In this same session Speaker Champ Clark 
delivered the valedictory of the house for the 
session. In it he asserted that historians 
would declare with absolute truth that the 
house Democrats of the Sixty-firet and Sixty- 
second congresses “ did great things” and 
“have made a sweeping Democratic vic- 
tory approximately certain, a victory that 
will give us the house, the senate, and the 
president.” 

The speaker, in a tribute to house leaders 
of both parties, declared no majority was 
ever more successfully led than by Repre- 
sentative Underwood nor any minority ever 
led more ably than by Representative Mann. 

Mr. Clark said that “so long aa the earth 
sping upon its axis’’ public men who would 
escape the people’s wrath would take to heart 
the simple and instructive story of the 
astounjing charge in the political situation 
“since that melancholy day in November, 
1908, when we were so completely flattened 
out.” 


Taft at Capitol to Sign Bille. 

The president arrived at the capitol at 10:46 
o'clock and went-at once to the marble room 
to approve the last bills awaiting his signa- 
ture. 

The first to which the president touched 
his pen was one authorizing a memorial 
fountain to the late Maj. Archibald W. Butt, 
his personal ald, who was lost on the Titanic. 

When it became apparent that an adjourn- 
ment was not likely to be reached, Pre@ident 
Taft ordered his special car taken from the 
regular train, which was being held, and an- 
nounced to those with him that he would re- 
main at the capital if necessary. Arrange- 
ments were made to take the president on a 


special train.

‘L" WORKERS FAIL TO AGREE 


An increased scale of wages offered by of- 
ficials of the two street car companies—the 


second offer during the day~—was. turned 
down last night by the joint committee of the 
union emptoy€s. 

Hope of a final settlement of thé wage dis- 
pute still was held out, however, and the sub- 
committee of the joint committee was in- 
structed to return to the office of Mayor Har- 
rison tomorrow morning to confer further 
with the city executive and the presidents of 
the street rallway companies. 

The second offer, more favorable to the 
unions than the first submitted im the morn- 
ing by the companies, was agreed upon by 
the traction heads after conferences with the 
mayor which lasted throughout the day and 
until after 7 o’clock in the evening. The pro- 
posed acale made the maximum wage 31 
eents an hour after four years in place of the 
present wage of 30 cents after five years and 
also offered an advance of pay for the earlier 
years of employment. 


Men Turn Down Offer. 

President W. D. Mahon of the street car 
men’s union and head of the subcommitice 
took the wage offer to the union joint c@m- 
mittee immediately after the adjournment of 
the joint conference tn the mayor's office, 
After @ short discussion the union men voted 
that the wages offered were not sufficient and 
voted to try to better the seale by further com 
ference. 

Mr. Mahon after the adjournment ef the 
joint committee gave out a statement of the 
day's proceedings, including the wage scale 
proposed: by the company.

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LONDON ISOLATED BY A FIRE| WHEATON GOLFERS BATTLE FLAMES 


Blaze in Telegraph Office Inter- 
rupts Communication.

Girls March from Building While 
Men Fight Flames. 


LONDON, Aug. 24.—London tonight is en- 
tirely cut off from telegraphic communication 
with the rest of fhe country and with the con- 
tinent. For a time connection with America 
was severed. This resulted from a fire this 
evening in the general postoffice building, in 
which the Central telegraphic office is situ- 
ated, and where all wires of the service are 
concentrated. 

No Hves were lost and the immediate dam- 
age was confined to the inside of the bullding. 
A thousand employ6és, most of them women, 


got out of the structure promptly and with- | 


out panic. But telegraph service will be 
crippled for several days. 

The fire started at 7 o’clock and was caused 
by the fusing of a wire in a test box on the 
fourth floor. 

Women March Out; Men Fight Fire. 

The losses to cables and instruments and 
furniture were heavy, the furniture suffer- 
ing from the tons of water poured in, which 
streamed through the whole building. 

The entire fire department of the east end 
soon was on the scene with a big salvage 
corps. By 8 o'clock the fire was over. The 
lighting apparatus was out of commission, 
however, and a strange scene was presented 
as the salvage men grouped about the huge 
structure with lanterns and candles. 

Thousands of wires underneath the floors 
had fused, and the firemen were forced to 
tear up part of the floors to get at the flames, 
the work belng exceedingly dangerous. 

Getting the employés out without a panic 
was an achievement on which the officials 
congratulate themselves. On Saturday night 
the telegraph ‘staff is considerably smaller 
than usual, as the volume of business han- 
died is less. 


Loeses to Cables, Etc., Heavy. 

A@ soon as the fire was discovered all. the 
employés were ordered to heave the bullding 
immediately. They. were familiar with the 
fire drill and marched into the street without 
the slightest disorder. 

Many of the men employée attacked the 
flames with sand, pending the arrival of the 
firemen. 

Temporary ‘repairs ‘were started immedi- 
ately after the fire died out, to restore.em- 
ergency communication with the principal 
English cities, America. @nd the. continent, 
but the damage to the instruments and wires. 
was s0 great that some time will elapse be- 
fore work on a normal scale can be resumed.

Hope God will have mercy on 
me. Bye-bye to all.” 

It is understood that Johnson was infat- 
uated with the white gir1. 

Before this it seemied that an outbreak was 
certain. Once during the afternoon when an 
insane man accidentally touched an alarm 
bell in the county jail, summoning the city 
police; a crowd of nearly 200 gathered.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2’.—President 
Taft signed the Panama canal bill tonight. 
Following this he sent to congress a mem- 
orandum suggesting the advisability of the 
passage of a resolution which would declare 
that this measure was not considered by this 
government a violation of the treaty provi- 


gions regarding the canal. 
In discussing the British protest against 


the exemption of American shipping from 
the payment of tolls for the use of the canal 
Mr. Taft says the irresistible conclusion to 
be drawn from it is that “although the 
United States owns, controls, and has paid 
for the canal it is restricted by treaty from 
aiding its own commerce in the way that all 
the other nations of the works may freely do.” 
“Im view of the fact,’’ Mr. Taft continues, 
“thet the Panama canal is being constructed 
by the United States wholly at its own cost, 
upon territory ceded to it by the republic of 
Panama for that purpose, and that unless it 
has restricted itself the United States enjoys 


absolute rights of ownership and control,. 


including the right to allow its own com- 
merce the use of the canal upon such terms 
as it sees fit, the sole question is, Has the 
linited States (by the terms of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty) deprived itself of the ex- 
ercise of the right to pass its own commerce 
free or to remit tolls collected for the use of 


the canal?” 
Planned Canal to Be Neutral. 

The president points out that the rules 
specified in the article of the treaty which 
is made the basis for the British protest were 

adopted by the United States es the “ basis 
of the neutralization of the cana) and for no 
other purpose.” 

Travia, he further rave, ‘ie a deciara- 
tion. of policy by the United States that the 
canal shall be neutral, that the ettitude of 

this government toward the commerce of 

the world is that all nations will be treated 
‘alike and no discrimination made by the 

United States against any one of them ob- 
gerving the rules adopted by the United 
States. In other words, it was a conditional 
favored nation treatment, the measure of 
which, in the absence of express stipulation 
to that effect, is not what the country gives 
to. its own nationals, but the treatment it ex- 
tends to other nations. 

“Thus it is seen that the ruies are but the 
basis of neutrelization intended to effect the 
neutrality which the United States was will 
ing should be the character of the canal and 
not intended to mit or hamper the United 
@tates in the exercise of its sovereign power 
to deal with its own commerce using (ts own 
eamal in whatsoever manner it saw fit.” 

U. S. Shorn of Power? 

The president argues that if there is noth- 

me in the Hay~Pauncefate treaty preventing 
Great Britain and the other nations from ex- 
tending favors to their shipping using the 
canal, and if there is nothing that gives the 
Untted States any supervision over or right 
to complain of such action, “ then the British 
protest leads to the urd conclusion that 
the government, in constructing the canal, 
‘gaintaining the canal, and defending the 
@anal, finds itself shorn of its right to deal 
' grith its own commerce in its own way, while 
all other nations using the canal in competi- 
@ion with American commerce enjoy that 
' ght and power unimpaired. 

“The British protest therefore is a pro- 
posal to read into the treaty a surrender 

by the United States of its right to regulate 
its own commerce in its own way and by its 
own method, a right which neither Great 
Britain herself nor any other nation that may 
use the canal has surrendered or proposes 
to surrender.” 


Approves Rail Ship Clause. 

In .his memorandum the president dissents 
from the view that permission to register 
foreign built vessels as vessele of the United 
States for foreign trade, and the admission 
without duty of ship materials will inter- 
fere with the shipbuilding — of the 
United States. 

He approves the amendment of the inter- 
state commerce act whereby railroad com- 
Panties are forbidden to own or control ships 
Operated through the canal. 

He also approves the provision which pre- 
vents the owner of any steamship who ig 
guilty of violating the anti-trust law from 
using the canal. 

Taft Signs Army Bill. 

President Taft: also signed the army ap- 
priation bill carrying $89,000,000 to provide 
for reforms in the organization of the war 
department. 

His first nomination under the new bill 
was that of Brig. Gen. James P. Aleshire to 
Be chief of the quartermaster general’s de- 
Partment with the rank of major general. 

The president also signed the postoffice 
and postroads appropriation bill which car- 
ries apprgximately $266,000,000. 

He vetoed the Coosa river dam bill on the 
basis that no power rights should be grant- 
ed unless the government receives compen~ 
eation.

Cullom Absent Only Two Days. 
Senator Cullom was absent two days on 
account of flinese. At all other times he 
was to be seen on the floor of the senate. 
This is the antithesis of the record of Wil- 
liam Lorimer, who during his three years 
in the senate was notorious for absentee- 
ism. He was seldom present except during 

the investigation of the title to his seat. 
The cost to the public of the absenteeism of 
the Illinois members of the house was at 
least $33,425 in unearned salaries alone. 
There were 210 working days in the session 
of the house. A member receives $7,500 a 
year salary. It is usually figured that this 
is $25 per day for 300 days, although the rate 
really is much higher for these congressmen 
who do not work et representing their con- 
stituents except when congress is in session.

IOWA WILL HEAR COLONEL 


Roosevelt to Speak at Des Moines 


First in Middle West. 


CONDITIONS ARE SHOWN. 


Medill McCormick Outlines the Whole 
Situation. 


The big speech of Col. Roosevelt's western 
campaign tour will be delivered at the Iowa 
state convention at Des Moines on Sept. 4, 
according to information received at the 
Chicago headquarters yesterday. Develop- 
ments of an important nature also are pre- 
dicted at this gathering. The Progressive 
situation in the middie west was ciscussed 
by Medill McCormick, vice chairman in 
charge here. 

“ The organization of the Progressiveparty 
in the prairie states in the heart of the Mis- 
sissippi valley is approaching completion,” 
he sald. “In Lllinois, Indiana, and Michi- 
gan, county by county and district by dis- 
trict, the Progressives have paralleled the 
organization of the new party. 


Tickets Being Nominated. 

‘In all but two counties of Indiana, andell 
but five in Illinois, complete coumty commit- 
tees have been selected and Progressive 
county tickets have been or are being nom- 
inated. In many of these counties Repub- 
lican candidates are withdrawing from the 
party to accept nomisations merce: Pro- 
greemtye ticket. 

“The same ig true in Mractiipann, although 
on account of the physical cheracteristics of 
the state there are countice in the peninsule 
and south of the Soo where the organizations 
are still provisional and temporary. 

“In Michigan there will ‘be Progressive 
candidetes not only for county offices and for 
congress, but universally for the legislature 
and municipa) offices. In the city of Detrolt 
there are three Progressive candidates for 
the mayoralty nomination, while there 
only two each for the Republican and Demo- 
cratic nominations. 


Iowa Convention Sept. 4 

“In lowa, where matters are delayed out 
of personal coneideration for Senator Cum- 
mins, a call has gone out for a state conven- 
tiom on Sept. 4 for the purpose of mominating 
a state ticket.

Check to Widened Inquiry. 


Filibustering conducted by the Republican 
and Democratic regulars of the senate to- 
night prevented, temporarily at least, the 
widening of the investigation of the Standard 
Of} seandal in connection with American 
politics. 

Senator Poindexter of ‘Washington, aided 
by Senator Borah of Idaho and finally by Sen- 
ator La Follette of Wisconsin, who wanted 
an inquiry into the primary campaign of last 
spring, pressed the demand to extend the 
authority of the subcommittee 80 as to get at 
ali the facts. But they were blocked, first by 
the vobubility of regular Republicans and 
Democrate; second, by a demand for an ex- 
ecutive session. which takes precedence over 
all other motions; and, third, by the absence 
of a voting’ quorum. The whole proceeding 
was as well staged as anything which has 
been done in recent times in the senate. 

Mr. Poindexter drafted two amendments, 
the first extending the scope of the inquiry so 
as to include all correspondence and finan- 
cial transactions between John D. Archbold 
and members of the house and senate from 
1900 to the present time and the second au- 
thorizing the employment of counsel. 


Amendments Daze Senate. 

The Poindexter amendments dazed the sen- 
ate for a moment and It adopted them with- 
out a dissenting vote. Thereupon Mr. Pen- 
rose proposed another amendment, author- 
izing the subcommittee to eall for all corre- 
spondence between George W. Perkins and 
members of congress and Mr. Perkine and 
Col. Roosevelt. This amendment likewise 
was adopted. 

Senator Smith of Georgia objected to the 
employment of counsel, saying that in view 
of the conflicting interests at stake no law- 
yer could honestly perform his duty to the 
committee. Senator Clapp gaid that even

PROGRESSIVE PRINCIPLES 
URGED AT BIBLE CONFERENCE. 


Bishop Advocates Judicia] Recall and 
Editor Warns Against Trust Control 
of Nation’s Resources. 


Winona Lake, Ind., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
Progressive principles in politics occupied a 
prominent place in the addresses today at the 
Winona Internationel Bible conference. 
James A. McDonald, editor of the Toronto 
Globe, and Bishop Wtitiam Belt of the United 
Brethren church, San Francisco, advocated 
the cause of the people against special privi- 
lege and the bosses in such an outspoken 
way that their addresses were punctured with 
frequent applause. 

Dr. McDonald's subject was” Leeweone from 
Great Britain for Life in America.” Speaking 
concerning: the question of ownership of land 
and other natura) resources, he said: | 

‘Eighty per cent of the land of Great 
Britain is owned and controlled by 3 per cent 
of the people. Twelve persons own over one- 
fourth of all Scotland. Out of one of the 
Scottish glens 800 men, ‘each one six feet or 
over in height. went tothe battle of Culloden. 
Now in this same, glen the singing of the 
laverock is heard, but the voices of the peo- 
ple are silent. Millionaire land owners, and 
some of them from New York, have turned 
the country into sporting preserves where 
they shoot grouse and deer.”’ 

Progressiveness in religion and in poli. 
tics, as related to the minister, was the 
theme of Bishop Bell. “It is time for con- 
servatiom to be dethroned,” he said. ‘' Po<« 
litical boundaries must be smashed. Men 
are at this time giving birth to new ideas. 
It ie the fitting time for the beginnings of 
a lot of things, a period for a new birth for 
the nation. 

“ Half of the legislation nowadays is fixed 
up by a bunch of lawyers to suit themselves 
and then another bunch of lawyers called 
judges declare their work unconstitutional.

Tells of Early Labors. 

President Henry _M. Byliesby and Secre- 
tary Douglas Sutherland of the Civic feder- 
ation iscued a statement in which they say 
the federation has been working consistent- 
ly Sor tax reform since 1808 and has been urg- 
ing a constitutional amendment since 1907. 
Continuing, it reads: 

“ For ymany years the struggle for tax 
reform has been conducted solely before the 
legislature, which, in spite of the recommen- 
dations of an expert tax commission, hes 
failed thus far to take the first step. 

** Meanwhile taxes steadily have increased 
og land, byildings, merchandise, household 
goods,’ and’ other kinds of. property, which 
always bear 90 per cent of the taxes. With 
still higher taxes or such depletion of many 
city and village treasuries as to menace 
public safety in view, the executive com- 
mittee of the Civic federation believes it is 
time for the voters to urge directly upon 
the legislature an immediate change. 


Shows Need of Speed. 

“Unless the next legislature submits @ tax 
amendment along the lines advocated it will 
he July 1, 1917, at best before the public can 
get relief from a tax system which (quoting 
the appendix to the Illinois special tax com- 
mission report) ‘has proved ineffectual in 
producing revenue; unjust because it places 
the burden upon the weak, the unwary, 
and the conscientious; inadvisable because it 
brings the law into disrepute and debases the 
morais of the community.’ | 

“ Increased taxes mean increased rents and 
still higher cost of living and all citizens 
who want the legislature to grant relief next 
winter are urged to sign these petitions.’’.

> Distinction Not Desired, 

“This court does not want the distinction 
of being the first to forfeit an estate, after 
several centuries of unbroken rulings that 
the equity-court is a court of conscience and 
will not only decline to forfeit but will ac- 
tively aid to prevent one. 

In fact, the prevention of the forfeiture 
tenants’ estates was one of the chief ob- 
jects of the creation of the courts of equity 
the middie or dark ages, and one of the 
@mMmmonest duties which engaged its labors.” 

Mr. Mecartney has told friends that he 
feels certain he will win when the case is 
decided by the state Supreme court.

The committee appointed by the board of. 
supervisors of Muskegon county, Michigan, 
to investigate the Fruitvale lots scheme, 
has made a report to the board censuring 
severely the whole proposition. ; 

The committee urges that the prosecuting 
attorney of ‘Muskegon county be directed 
and authorized to take any action necessary 
in the Circuit ‘cqurt to vacate all of the 
town plats of Fruitvale and the additions 
thereto which have been recorded without 
having been properly executed or acknowl- 
edged, if for any cause lega! and valid as- 
sessment of taxes cannot be made upon the 
lots within the plets. 


| Directed. to Sue. 

The report recommends also that the prose- 
cuting attorney be directed to sue for the 
recovery of any penalty or forfeiture which 
comes from a failure to comply with the laws. 

The protecuting attorney, it ls also recom- 
mended, shall direct an investigation to as- 
certain whether or not any of the criminal 
statutes of the state have been violated. 

The report of the committee is approved 
by the board of supervisors, but action on 
the suggestion contained in-the resolutions 
has been deferred until October. 


Several Criticisms Made. 

A number of criticisms are made regarding 
Fruitvale. | One is the small size of the 
lots and the narrowness of the streets; 
Another is its alleged inaccessibility, and 
still another is that the goll'is generally Hight, 
dry, sandy, and nonproductive.

‘“'T> parenta and others charged with the 
care of children, we offer this advice: Fol- 
low implicitly the instructions of your phy- 
sician and adhere strictly to the letter of the 
law. regulating contagious diseages. 

‘To. achool teachers we offer the follow- 
ing suggestions: Before the a&Ssembling of 
clasees. seé to it that the. school room is 
clean and well aired,

Chicago Lawyers Will Play Large | 
- Part in Adjustment of 
Controversy.

Advisability of admitting negroes to mem- 
bership in the American Bar association will. 
be raised by the report of the executive com- 
mittee at the annual méeting of the agsocia- 
tion in Milwaukee on Tuesday, Wednesday, } 
and Thursday of this week. There is consid- . 
erable difference of opinion on this eubject 
and the question promises to be hotly con-" 

William H. Lewis, Butler R. Wilson, and 
William R. Mortis, the only negroes ever 
admitted to membership in the association, 
were ousted by the executive committee. 
This action was taken, so the report says, 
after the members of the committee learned 
the new members were negroes. cs 

The special report of the committee makes 

no recommendation and leaves the associa- 
tion free to exercise its own plenary power. 
It States that when the names were voted on 
no member of the committee hed any Intima- 
tion that the men were negroes. On learning 
this facti the former action was rescinded. 


Leaves Eligibility _Unimpaired. 

“The committee,’ the report reads, ‘* has 
not rejected any one of the three gentlemen 
mentioned for membership in the association 
or assumed to determine the desirability of 
electing to such membership a colored man 
otherwise qualified. But for age much as the 
settied practice of the association has been 
to elect only white men as members thereof 
the committee felt itself congtrained | to _re- 
serve the important question of electing col- 
ored men for determination by the associa- 
tion itself. To that end the committee has 
regarded it as a plain duty to rescind its ear- 
lier action. The status of the three above 
named persons as candidates for admission 
remains unimpaired.”’ 

Local interest in the situation hasincreased 
with the understanding that Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham will arrive in Chicago te- 
day to consult with Col. Nathan William 
MacChesney, James H. Wilkerson, John C, 
Williams, and other Chicagoattorneys. The 
attorney general, it is understood, will try to 
interest Chicago members of the association 
im the fight in Noe interest of negro lawyers 
otherwise qualified for membership. Attor- 
ney General Wickersham left Washington 
yesterday for New York and is expected here 
today. 


May Mean End of Committee, 
The bitterness engendered in the fight over 
the race question may develop into a contest 


is contended by. lawyers favoring the ad- 
mittance of negro lawyers to the associa- 
tion that a new committee could rescind the 
action of the present committee and thus 
restore to membership the men ousted. 

Members of the association from Illinois 
have shown deep interest in the affairs of 
the national association and during the re- 
cent ten years have made the best showing 
in point of attendance. It is expected 300 
or more Chicago lawyers will attend the 
Milwaukee meeting. 

Another question likely to raise consid- 
erable discussion during the sessions of 
the association is that of the recall of 
judges. A committee was appointed at Boe- 
ton a year ago to investigate this subject, 
and the report of that do0mmittee probably 
will be productive of much discussion.

“ Personal washing in hotels and lodging 
houses,”’ he said, “ is habitually Inadequate. 
‘With the means provided it is not easy to be 
clean. We English people are not nearly 80 
clean ag we are supposed to be.” 

Dr. Quine said that little progress had been 
made for the last 200 or 300 years in advanc- 
ing the general efficiency of vessels for wash- 
ing. The wash hand basin is the sole wasb- 
ing vessel in dally use by approximately 40,- 
000,000 of people. 

Dr. Quine gave the results of an exten- 
sive inquiry into the provision and use of 
baths in hotels, both family and commercial, 
and in seaside and country lodging houses. 
He found that on the average 95 per cent of 
hotel guests did not use the bath on any day, 


the basin, In some hotels not more than 1 
per cent of the guests used the bath on any 


| day. 


| Older Men Bathe Less. 

“The cold baths,” he said, “ were used 
almost entirely by men. Those who have the 
daily bath habit seem to belong principally 
to the type of: public schoo] men, and are 
mostly the young and early middle aged. 
As years increase the dally bath habit seems 
to decline. Military men came first, with 
racing men a good second.”’ 


said, “No evidencé was discovered \ which 
would lead one to conclude that the bath- 
ing accommodation of any town was unduly 
taxed whenever a cornkress of medical men 
or sanitarians was held in any town. Nor 
was there sufficient evidence forthcoming,”’ 
he added,’**to form any general opinion as 
to the bathing habits of the clergy; their 
average did not seem to be high, but no doubt 
the cost would in their cage be an important 
factor. Other professional men were diffi- 
cult to distinguish. Commercial men do not 
seem to have acquired the dally bath habit.”’

1. Seotamen. 5. English women. 


2. Englishmen. 6 American men.

English Women Bashful, 

“It seemed to be agreed,”’ he continued, 
“that American women were less bashful 
than English women, and were not afraid 
to pass along corridors .to the bathroom, 
while English women had strong objections 
to doing so, and that this accounted for the 
fact that American women made greater use 


-of the bathroom. They were also apparently 


better provided with elaborate dressing 
gowns than were the English women iI 
found no evidence that the comparative in- 
frequency of bathing by American men was 
due to bashfulness.” 

The causes which prevented the more fre- 
quent use of the bathroom included: The 
charge made for baths; objection to walking 
along corridors partiy dressed or to dresaing 
twice—with ladies this was the strongest ob- 
jection; want of time in the morning—a com- 
mon objection with commercial men; and the 
objection to leaving the bedroom with money 
and valuables exposed and bags unsecured.

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT OR NOT? 

Should the state execute murderers? 

Not for revenge. Revenge as a social 
passion isarchaic. Ithasdated. Weshan’t 
argue this point. We shall assume it. 

Not to punish the murderer, for when you 
kill a man he is beyond the reach of pun- 
ishment. In his shroud of quicklime he 
cannot reform and he canmot repent. There 
is no difference but a name between revenge 
- and “ punishment ” by death. 

Nor, as has been argued with such a final 
air, does the hanging of a murderer bring 
the murdered back to life. Though the 
glayer suffered the death of the thousand 
slices upon the grave of the slain, neither 
would sleep lighter afterwards. No; when 
society kills a man it is concerned not with 
him or his family; nor with his victim or his 
family. Its concern is for the victimes that 
are to be. . 

There is, on the average, one murder a 
dayin Chicago. Before you read August 25, 
1913, at the top of your newspaper three 
hundred and sixty-five Chicagoans, more or 
less, will have been murdered. It is as 
likely to be more as it is to be less. 

The first one will probably be killed some 
time tonight; the second some time tomor- 
row night; and by next Sunday at this time, 
when you are again sitting where you are 
now, reading Ture SunpAy TRIBUNE, seven 
people will probably haye been murdered in 
Chicago. 

The number is as apt to be fourteen as it 
ig to be none. 

If the execution of a few dozen murderers 
in the Cook county jail this year would save 
the lives of, say, sixty-five out of the three 
hundred and sixty-five who are doomed to 
die violently in Chicago next year, wouldn’t 
that be a good bargain for the city to make? 

The whole question hinges on that “ if.” 
If the execution of murderers diminishes 
murder, then society is not merciful, it is 
craven to let murderers off. If by killing 
criminals it can keep innocent people alive, 
it should kill criminals. 

In preparing for this editorial we read 
a number of books and pamphlets on tre 

“gubject of capital punishment, and never 
have we read such dishonest writings: 
In hardly one of them was an effort made 
to get at the truth. The whole desire of 
the author seemed to be to prove his side 
of the case. He would present only the 

‘facts that favored his theories, suppress- 
ing all others. Such mental dishonesty is 
disgusting. 

Does the infliction of the death penalty 
‘@iminish murder? Does the abolition of. 
it increase murder? 

We want facts in answer to those 
questions, not theories. The way to get 
at the facts is for some authoritatfve 
body, a state government or a university, 
to institute an inquiry. 

Data should be gathered from all civ- 
flized countries in their smallest statis- 
tical subdivisions. Murder and execution 
curves should be scientifically plotted. It 

- should be possible to determine definitely - 

if a relation exists between them. 

It is time to stop guessing about this 

question. Ye

While we say hands off, Alaska is 
being starved. It is time to give those who 
are striving to develop this none too lovable 
land a chance to breathe and eat.

Alaskan coal and coal lands have bred 
many a scandal. Thé federal court in Chi- 
cago will take up one of these cases before 
the snow flies. But because they have in- 
. cited crookedness that is no reason for mak- 
ing: them inecommunicado for all time. 
There’s coal up there and lots of it. The 
settlers and their struggling industries need 
it. Why not at least begin to devise a plan 
for letting some one use it? 

One month ago on the dock at Cordova 
there were two piles of coal—550 rons in all 
—waiting to be shoveled into the bunkers 
of the United States cruiser Maryland. This 
coal came from Canada and cost the Ameri- 
can government, duty and freight on an oil 
burning steamer included, just $11 a ton. 
And less than fifty miles from Cordova, on 
a railroad (operated also with oil brought 
from California) there is one of the greatest 
coal fields in the world, thoroughly con- 
served and corked. 

The western coast of Alaska is one enor- 

mous pine forest. Every steamer touching 
at Ketchikan, Sitka, Juneau, Cordova, Val- 
dez, and Seward carries lumber to these 
Alaskan Newcastles. Ties and bridge tim- 
bers were imported to build the Cooper 
River railroad. In this case the moving 
cause may have been pique on the part of 
Morgan and the Guggenheims rather than 
ecpnomy. The road, costing $23,000,000, 
makes possible the shipping of ore from 
their Bonanza copper mine, the high grade 
worth $10,000 a car. In a little over a 
year $4,000,000 has been taken from this 
mine, and the annual product frpm now on 
should reach at least that sum. They 
charge themselves $800 a car freight for 
hauling this ore less than 200 miles.- So the 
$23,000,000 will soon come back to one 
pocket or the other. 
. Big figures—but ice was $30 a ton in Cor- 
dova this summer, with the Childs glacier, 
one of the largest in the world, fifty miles 
away. 

And while the treasures of the land are 
under lock and key the golden harvest of 
the sea—the salmon—is being reaped with 
a thoroughness that means destruction. Mil- 
lions upon millions of fish are killed each 
year, &nd, with the exception of puny efforts 
by some canneries which operate small 
hatcheries, nothing is done fo conserve this 
industry and avert the inevitable day when 
the story of the buffalo will be the story of 
the salmon. 

Alaska has its problems and needs coun- 
sel and aid. Coast towns that three years 
ago had a population of 3,000 today number 
700 or less. They are living in hope, hang- 
ing on in expectancy and praying that some- 
thing will happen. Anything, they say, is 
better than nothing. Conservation isn’t 
exactly a popular word up there, and yet 
the solid nen of these towns admit that ir 
has done a lot of good. What they really 
would like is a chance to demonstrate its 
benefits rather than leave that pleasing task 
to the thirti or fourth gemeration.

GOVERNMENT AND POLITICS. 

It is fortunate that congress can rise high- 
er than its source. 

It is fortunate for the nation, in other 
words,, that when most men get into con- 
spicuous office they undergo a certain mora] 
change. They think better of themselves, 
perhaps, and of their office, and this gives a 
certain weight of responsibility to their 
action. Conditions in congress, therefore, 
are better than conditions in politics, which 
is the process of selecting congressnien. 

If this were not true the moral level of 
our public life would be lower than it is. 

The session of congress which is now 
drawing to a close has presented a pretty 
sorry spectacle of cheap politics, elbowing 
grave public policies and interests out of. 
the way while scrambling for partisan or 
personal advantage. But when we stop to 
think that most of these men got into. con- 
gress through the sordid corridors of our 
practical, politics, there is no reason for 
surprise that their actions in congress are 
what they are. On the contrary, in spite 
of the training they get in the cynical jug- 
glery of precinct, ward, and district strat- 
egies, to which they must return every twd 
‘years, they. meet their responsibilities in 
the main conscientiously. ;

THE MAN WITH THE WHITE COLLAR. 

The tenement mother is being relegated 
to the background as a subject for social 
study. ‘The searchlight of. investigation 
is now turned upon the man with the 
white collar—the salaried bread winner of 
the middle class. 

A parallel; between the casual . laborer 
of the tenement districts and the salaried 
middle: class man was recently drawn. 
The middle class man was worsted in the 
comparison. His struggle to make ends 
meet was said to be keener than that of 
the laborer who acknowledged, by the 
absence of a starched collar, that his work 
was physical and violent, not mental and 
“ gentlemanlike.”’ 

Congestion, the criterion by which pov- 
erty is measured, is not confined to tene- 
ments only. The apartment home of the 
middle class man, who earns $30 a week, 
is frequently a more cramped habitation 
than the tenement flat. The slum family 
can supplement its narrow quarters with 
a liberal use of the streets and alleys as 
a living room for itself and a playground 
for its children. By the unwritten law 
of fashion the man in the “ better neigh- 
borhood ”’ can make no such use of the 
street, 

The rent which the middle class man 
pays for his apartment is more out of 
proportion to his earnings than the rent 
paid by the casual laborer for his tene- 
ment house. The wife of the middle 
class man pays a cent a pound more for 
sugar, two or three cents more for but- 
ter, and almost twice as much for fruits 
and vegetables of the same quality as is 
paid |by the tenement housewife. 

Thus the problem of ‘poverty, so long 
exclusively associated with the people of 
the slums, is fast moving in the direction 
of the middle class man—the married 
clerk—the man with the white collar. He 
is struggling to keep up a superior dignity 
upon an inferior income; the pay envelope 
of the skilled workingman is usually bigger 
than his and less of it’ goes for show. 

To retfwedy this difficulty it has been 
suggested that men and women of the 
middle class curtail their social aspira- 
tions. But this is the wrong remedy. 

Aspiration to higher things, determina- 
tion to maintain a higher standard of liv- 
ing at all hazards, is the most encouraging 
feature in the present plight ef the mid- 
die class man. It is the thing that dis. 
tinguishes him from the mass of inert 
poor in the slum tenements and makes 
his problem less menacing. 

The mission of the twentieth century 
is to breed aspiration. The problem-is to 
raise the income and standard of living 
of both the tenement Iaborer and middle 
class man.

There is a great deal of fake about food 
and food specialists. As people come to 
think more about keeping well, and less 
about getting well, a group of food and exer- 
cise fakers is growing up to take the place 
of the fast fading medicine fakers, 

There are no such things as brain foods, 
milk producing foods, fat producing foods, 
skin foods, in the sense that the thing eaten 
goes straight to build up the tissue whose 
, helper it is advertised to be. 

One would think to read these advertise- 
ments that it was like going into a show 
where one had a seat reserved. As soon as 
he passed the door\an usher- would direct 
him straight to his séat. One has the right 
to think from reading these advertisements 
that brain food walked straight through the 
stomach and up to the brain, took its place 
in a stall, and yelled out, “ Here lam. Give 
me work to do.”

As a matter of fact, when food is taken 
the teeth break it all to pieces, then the 
stomach and intestines get after it and chop 
it up as fine chemically as the teeth and 
stomach muscles did physically. Now the 
body takes this food, converted into simple 
chemicals, and builds it up again into com- 
plicated substancés, 

It is easy to see how all Matter would have 
got badly awry had it not been for this pro- 
vision for frequemt return of matter to 
simple forms. The cards are always well 
shuffled between deals. 

Nothing is gained by tearing down and 
not building up. Therefore, when the icon- 
oclasts prove that fish is not brain food, 
that beer dwes not make milk, that oyster 
shells do not make hens lay eggs, exact and 
correct information must come in to take the 
vacated places.

Nature agbhors a vacuum. Whenever one 
kills a lie it is necessary to tell the truth, else 
a new lie will grow up to take the place of 
the old one. 

When the medical profession quit giving 
the people medicine every fifteen minutes, 
and then failed to teach them social science, 
psychology, and physiology, the place ya- 
vated grew a choice assortment of weeds. 

The quackish talk of the food fakers must 
give way before the accurate solution of 
some of the chemical amd physiological ques- 
tions concerning foods. 

The accurate instruments, such as the 
calorimeter, used by Atwater at the Orange 
Judd Hall of Natural Science, are solviny 
these food problems for us—in fact, have 
already solved many of them. 

. 2 

In one of the earlier reports by Prof. At- 
water, Sir Henry Thompson, a noted Eng- 
lishman, is quoted as follows: 

“ | have come to the conclusion that more 
than half the disease which imbitters the 
middle and latter part of life is dne to avyoid- 
able errors in diet, . and that more 
mischief, in the form of actual disease, of im- 
paired vigor, and of shortened life, accrues 
to civilized man . .. from erroneous 
habits of eating than from the habitual use 
of alcoholic drink, considerable as I know 
that evil to be.” 

The mischief in the form of disease comes 
from food energy which can find for itself no 
useful outlet. If a man eats too much in 
winter, he can expose himself to the cold, 
whereupon the excess of food is burned into 
heat, and the man is spared harm'from his 
orgy of food. Or he can exercise actively 
and burn his food into work units, 

In summer there is no form of exercise, 
except swimming, that does not have the 
disadvantage of making a man so hot that 
he will not exereise. Therefore, in summer 
an excess of food swells his liver, which he 
can feel, and perhaps some other tissues 
which he cannot feel, and harms him as no 
reasonable amount of food would in winter. 

It is for these reasons that overeating in 
summer is so much worse than 6vereating in 
winter. The doors of escape are closed.

We quote the following from Thompson's 
“Practical Dietetics ”: 

“ Many persons, especially those past mid- 
dle life and persons with a tendency to cor- 
pulency, find that during the heat of the 
summer season, and especially during the 
prevalence of heat waves, they are in much 
better health when they abstain from hot 
spups, fat, and meat, and take little animal 
food of any kind. -Most persons find this: 
out as a matter of individual experience, but 
there are others who should be directed 
especially in the matter; and the rule applies 
to infants as well as adults. 

“The thirst engendered in hot climates te 
conducive to excessive drinking, and, as the 
water is often umhealthful, an additional ex- 
cuse is often made for drinking too much 
liquor. By these means the foundations for 
liver and kidney trouble, such as cirthosis 
and Bright’s disease, are often laid. 

“On this account, in very hot weather 
strong alcoholic drinks ought especially to 
be avoided. In India they uniformly dis- 
| agree, and lighter such as beer 
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the Orange Judd Farmer. If health of- _ 
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and wines, should be taken sparingly, but 
— is no objection to tea, coffee and 
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Atwater says: : 

“The coal and wood we burn, the plants 
we grow, the food we eat, and the reserve 
materials in our bodies are reservoirs of 
latent energy. The source of that energy is 
the sun.” bs Se 

When the sun on a hot simmer day is 
sending us energy plus straight from the 
fountain head it is a mistake to tap reser- 
voirs of latent energy. Mistakes in nature’s 
economy must be paid for. The pay exacted 
is organs which wear out_at 70, instead of 
running on to 90; organs which break down 
in the springs or hubs, instead of holding to- 
gether to go to pieces all at once, as did the 
deacon’s “one hoss shay.” 

The human animal grows up accustomed 
to taking about a certain volume of food. 
The stomach is about of a certain size, and 
holds about a certain amount. 

It has been proved that hunger has not 
much to do with need for food. We get 
hungry when our stomachs get about so 
empty, or have been idle and empty for a 
certain length of time. unger ends when 
the stomach gets about so full and goes to 
work. Therefore, the quantity of food taken 
is a large part of the state of well being that 
we call freedom from hunger.

Now, the stomach is as blind as a bat and 
as trusting asa baby. It can be fooled with 
any sort of near food.’ Nature knows this 
well, and acts accordingly. 

In the summe? the fields abound with 
vegetables and fruits—filling but not very 
heating. Carrying out the same plan, the 
products of tropical countries are watery 
aind tasty but not heat making. 

Man does not always take the hint, and 
tropical men are prone to eat too much meat 
when they can getit. But man, left to him- 
self, frequently invites disaster. F'urther- 
more, among the peoples living in tropical 
countries there are those who, perforce, 


' must live on hay alone (or its equivalent), 


and they are weak and ill developed. 

These points, though, do not disturb the 
main point, which is that hot weather and 
hot climate eating should be less in quantity 
and less heating in quality than that of 
cokler environments. 

The first point in relation to food for hot 
weather, then, is in the selection of the 
articles that fill yet do not make much heat. 

The second point is the digestion of the 
food. ‘ We live not upon what we eat but 
upon what. we digest” is an old proverb 
and a true one. | 

I am sure that on the average digestion 
is better in summer than in winter. There 
is less dyspepsia. The bulkier, “ tastier ” 
foods of the summer ate more easily digested 
than the more concentrated, firmer foods of 
winter. 

The bulkier foods of summer prevent con- 
stipation, and constipation is the largest fac- 
tor in so-<alled dyspepsia. Dyspeptics are 
rare in summer. Dyspepsia may be a pro- 
vision of nature to \stop some gourmands 
from overeating, to spare the kidneys by 
putting the brakes on appetite. If so, the 
dyspepsia brake being offtin summer, the 
need of the will as a brake is greater. 

— 

The third point on which hot weather 
foods may differ from those of cold weather 
relates to assimilation, a process quite dif- 
ferent from digestion. Again quoting At- 
water: : 

“The food we digest is not always used 
to the best advantage. Different people dif- 
fer greatly in this particular. One man may 
be able to do a large amount of work, and 
another very little, when both have the same 
diet and digest the same amounts of nutri- 
ents from it. One person will growfat upon 
an amount of digested material with which 
another will not gain in weight at all.” 

Getting the most good from food is not so 
much a matter of digestion as of making use 
of what is digested. The bulkier, more 
watery foods used in hot weather are less 
assimilable than the winter foods; they have 
less. nutritive value. 

As the problem of onr short hot season its 
to eat enough to satisfy withont getting 
much nutrition out of it, the low values of 
summer foods are not against them. 

>. 


The next point relates to the preservation 
of food: and with hot weather foods this is 
most important. It is in the summer that 
spoiled food does harm. 

The alarming accounts of parties poisoned 
by ice cream, and similar disasters, are sum- 
mer stories. The tragedy of dead babies, 
dead from milk spoiled just enough to make 
some babies-sick, not spoiled enough to make 
all babies or everybody sick, is an oft told 
story. 

Aside from baby sickness, there Is food- 
caused sickness in grown people, such as 
cholera morbus, indigéstion, and occasiona!- 
ly persisting diarrha@as. 

Summer is the season of food borne 
typhoid fever. That the typhoid rate of the 
summer and fall is double that of the winter 
and spring is because food frequently carries 
typhoid during one season and seldom during 
the other. 

Can ydu wonder at it? Did you ever 
notice how few of the street vegetable and 
fruit stands are protected against flies and 
dust? And how can you escape the care- 
lessness of your neighbors? 
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Maybe you refuse to patronize such dirty 
dealers, never buy from any except clean 
places, only to find your milkman not so 
careful. He may buy plums from an ex- 
posed stand (the one you turned from), and 
then, having contracted typhoid, exposes the 
milk you drink. Or maybe the vegetables 
which come to you so crisp and pretty have 
been washed in seepage water at the farm, 

In the protection of food against infection 
the chain is not much stronger than the 
weakest link—that is, if the food is eaten’ 
raw. Cooking it or properly washing it will 
ke gps most of the danger from the weak 

nk. ; 

Most places have ordinances against ex- 
posing foods to dust and flies, In Indiana 
these laws are well observed. In St. Louis 
the municipal assembly in 1911 passed an 
ordinance requiring that all food intended 
for human consumption should be screened 
while on display and in transit. 

-. 

Seventy-eight members of the St. Louis 
Fruit and Produce exchange asked Judge 
Hitchcock to restrain the city from execut- 
ing the ordinance, alle ing that it was un- 
constitutional. Judge Hitchcock held the 
law sound, 

Screening laws, though, are seldom ob- 
served, even on the salestands. How much 
more difficult is it to know what goes on 
before the food reaches the sale stands.

The Democratic campaign of 1868 was, in 


fact, an eafnest, in many respects a very 


adroit, and in all respects a successful at- 
tempt to regain for the party much of the 
Prestige which it had lost in the civil war 
days—to reorganize it and to establish it 
upon the fundamental principles of the De- 
mocracy, so that it could recover the 
strength which it possessed in the north be- 
fore the war, and especially could become a 
majority\party in some of the states of the 


| west which before the war were almost in- 


variably Democratic. 

The prestige ‘of- Gen. Grant’s name, and 
the firm discipline and thoroughly compact 
organization which had characterized the 
Republican party for a year before 186%, 


cient to gain for the Republicans a triumph 
at the national election of 1868. 

Yet the Democracy battled aggressively 
and persistently throughout the,entire cam- 
paign, having in view the new birth of the 
Democratic party. Even before'the conven- 
tion met it had been clearly demonstrated 
that the very able politicians who had all 
their lives been associated with the Democ- 
racy had lost none of their power during the 
quiescent Democratic years between 1860 
and 1867. 
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Leaders Held Allegiance to Party. 

It was also demonstrated that many of the 
men who had fought under the Union flag, 
some of them brilliantly, had never given up 
their allegiance to the Democratic party. 
Among these were Gen. Winfield Scott Han- 
cock, who was twelve years later to. become 
the Democratic. candidate for president, and 
Col. William R. Morrison of Illinolg, later 
Democratic leader in the house of representa- 
tives. P 

In order fully to understand what history 
now shows to be the distinctive and perma- 
nent features of the Democratic national 
campaign of 1868, there should be a brief 
reference to the politics which characterized 
the convention itself. 

For some weeks prior to the meeting of the 
convention George H. Pendleton of Ohio was 
thought to be so far in the lead of all other 
candidates as to make his nomination inevi- 
table after three or four ballots. Mr. Pendle- 
} ton possessed some pecuilar qualifications 
for a presidential nomination and he was 
also so greatly gifted, intellectually and tem- 
peramentally, as to make it certain that were 
he elected president he would administer his 
office with great credit and with much ability. 


dress. He was not a great orator from the 
point of view of those who listen to a cam- 
paign speaker. But he was a singularly per- 
suasive orator, capable of dealing acutely 
and often profoundly with questions arising 
from the interpretation of political principles 
or relating to public policy. 
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Policy Is Dubbed the **Ohio Idea.”” 

Mr. Pendleton became conspicuously 
identified in the sixties with the popular 
movement, which was of widespread in- 
fluence throughout the west and in some 
parts of the east, in favor of paying all 
of the obligations of the government, which 
were not payable by their express terms in 
coin, in lawful money—that ie to say, speak- 
ing colloquially, in greenbacks. So persua- 
sively .and powerfully had Mr. Pendleton 
spoken in favor of this policy that he brought 
to his support many of the leading Demo- 
erats of Ohio. For this reason the policy 
Was sometimes cailed “ the Ohio idea.” 

It probably was inevitable that there 
should be a widespread belief that if the 
greenbacks were good enough to pay the 
soldiers, they were good enough to pay any 
debt. But aside from this especial point 
of view, many profound thinkers were con- 
vinced that the true policy for the govern- 
ment, so far as currency was concerned, was 
to issue demand notes behind which stood 
the faith and credit of the government and 
of the people. Peter Cooper of New York 
advocated earnestly and all his life the 
greenback policy. 

The “Ohio idea” and the pre#minent 
identification of Mr. Pendleton with it served 
to create a new national issue in 1868, some- 
what apart from those directly related to 
the war itself, and to bring forward a new. 
very accomplished personality, George. H. 
Pendleton, as a leader for the Democracy. 

On the other hand, new and very adroit 
politics was in progress in New. York state, 
and had been for a year. In politics of this 
kind Samuel J. Tilden was prominent. He 
had played a: minor part in the great game 
of political empire in the past. He had been 
trained as a young man in the great school 
taught by the so-called Albany regency, 
the most powerful group of Democrats in its 
day. From it came one president. Martin 
Van Buren, and at least two statesmen, 
whose public service at Washington and as 
governors of New York, was of great value, 
both to their party and their state. They 
were William L. Marcy and Silas Wright. 
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Tilden's Intellect Profound. 

Mr. Tilden's personal gift for adroit polit- 
ical management was demonstrated as early 
as 1848 He was looked upon as one of the 
ablest of the younger Democrats of that 
time. He was spoken of as a man absolute- 
ly dominated by intellect. He seemed to be 
free from the ordinary passions and weak- 
nesses of human nature. His intellect was 
not only very acute but also profound, and 
his mind worked with the accuracy of a 
demonstration of a mathematical problem. 

From time to time between 1868 and the 
latter part of 1867 vague intimations were 
heard that Democratic ‘leaders of New 
York state were strongly disposed to look 
upon Salmon P. Chase, at that time chief 
justice of the Supreme court at Washington, 
as the ideal candidate for the Democratic 
party to nominate from all points of view 
excepting one. 

In the first place, Mr. Chase was, wntil 
the slavery issue became preeminent, of 
Democratic association. He was known to 
have held firmly, even while serving in the 
senate or as setretary of the treasury under 
President Lincoln, to the cardinal princi- 
ples of the Democratic party. The presump- 
tion was strong that were Chase nominated 
by the Democracy he would receive the 
support of many Republicans who, at the 
time the slavery issue was preéminent, re- 
garded Gov. Chase as the great leader of 
the anti-slavery forces. Furthermore, Mn 
Chase was known th be very acceptable to 
many people in those states of the south in 
which reconstruction had been so far per- 
fected that the states were able to vote.

Best trotting stallion of his day and the 
Sreatest sire of his time Now, although 
George Wilkes is known ony as a trotter, it 
is a fact that he was double gaited and oduld 
show as much or more speed at the pace aeat 
the trot, and it also is true that the pacing 
streak in his descendatts isa strong one. 

Colbert, the pacing grandson of George | 
Wilkes, took naturally to the gait at which 
his record was made. During part of his life 
he was owned in Minnesote and while there 
was mated with a mare by Allie Gaines, a 
gon of Almont, once a topnotch aire. The 
produce was Nervolo, which was a game 
racehorse, a grand cirouit winner, and his 
2:04% record is proof of his speed. 


Nervolo Sluggish in Races, 

Aside from those qualities Nervolo was 
nothing to blow about. He wae sluggish ian 
his races, requiring constant driving to get 
anything like his true speed. Off the track 
he was of such sour disposition as to be posi- 
tively unsafe, his specialty being the biting 
of visitors to his stall. 

Stallions with too much temperament fre- 
quently make extra good sires, and although 
Nervolo has had but little opportunity in the 
stud, he is getting speed, and now that one 
of his daughters has produced a champion 
yearling trotter his blood will be in deman@ 
because there is nothing to which breeders 
pay such strict and immediate attention as 
the dictum, “ Fashion follows speed.” Wher- 
ever Nervolo may now be.situated, it fe safe 
to say he will have mares sent to him frém 
all parts of the land by men with money and 
theories. 

Colbert, sire of Nervolo, now 24 years old, 
is owned by James Boyle of Chicago, who has 
provided the old horse with a good heme for 
the balance of his days on the Dean farm at 
Palatine, while on the Murphy farm at Park 
Ridge a few miles away may be found Gold 
Standard and other trotters whose usefulness 
is past, owned by the Chicago theater man- 
ager George Castle, not to mention a few 
pensioned pacers—one of which te 30 years 
oid—for whose benefit James A. Murphy, 
once of Chicago but now of New York, main- 
tains the place. 


Skeleton to Be Mounted. 

The bones and the hide of Star Pointer, 
1:59%, the first pacer to beat two minuted, 
are in one of the barns at Park Ridge, and 
some day the skeleton cf the Tennessee 
pacer is to be moutned. 

Kt is possible that during the Lezingtos

When the now deceased stallion Robert Mc- 
Gregor, 2:17%, wee on the turf he was popular 
with the racegoing public because of his 
good looks, bold wey of going, and the fact 
that if saved for @ brush in the homestretch 
against a field he outclaseed « little he could 
make the other horees look cheap. Being 
himself well bred, it wasthought Robert Mo- 
Gregor would be a great success in the stud, 
and he partially fulfilied this expectation by 
eiring Cresceus, a champion trotter of the 
highest clase. 


Sons Slower than Daughters 

The sons of Robert MoGregor were no- 
where near a8 successful in speed produc- 
tion as were hie daughters, and after the 
failure of Cresceus as a sire and his ex- 
portation to Russia the McGregor blood was 
well nigh forgotten when the victory of the 
8 year old colt Baldy McGregor in the Amer- 
joan Breeders’ Matron stake set horsemen to 
talking about the strain. 

Baldy McGregor’s second heat in 2:08 was 
a@ performance never before placed to the 
credit of a 8 year old trotter in August, and 
the ease with which he finished the mile 
made the big son of Jay McGregor look as 
tf he might step in 2:06 or better before the 
campaign ends, and possibly be good enough 
to start against the best record for his age, 
the 2:04% of Colorado, which horse is re 
lated to him, the dam of Colorado being by 
Jay McGregor, sire of Baldy McGregor. 

The point to which breeders and horsemen 
are calling particular attention when Baldy 
McGregor’s ability as a trotter is the topic 
of conversation is the fact that Baldy has 
the McGregor blood double up close in his 
pedigree, since the dam of his sire, Jay Mc- 
Gregor, was Notre Dame, daughter of Robert 
McGregor, and the sire of Baldy McGregor’s 
dam is Bonnie McGregor, 2:13%, son of Rob- 
ert MoGregor. The pedigree of Baldy Mc- 
Gregor, aside form his sire, is not what would 
be called fashionable. The latest modes in 
trotting horse pedigrees are modeled on speed 
ané racehorse qualities; hence, although 
there is not much #0 be learned by reading 
the remote crosses of Baldy McGregor’s pedi- 
gree, the wonderful work of the colt is going 

to produce immediate results. 


Pay Big Price for Colt. 

That second heat in 2:08 and the fact that 
Beldy is named in a lot of rich stakes still 
to be decided was what induced Henry 
Schmulbach, a rich man of Wheeling, W. Va., 
who has for two decades been a prominent 
breeder of trotters, to pay. a long price for 
the colt. Just a week previous to the day 
when Baldy McGregor made himself look 
like a champion he was owned by an Indiana 
man and ranked fourth in a race for 3 year 
olds where 2:11 was not beaten. He was 
such a slashing going fellow that John B. 
Madden, acting for his sons, paid $7,500 for 
the colt, not even stopping to read the pedi- 
gree. Madden is a clairvoyant in the horse 
game, and right then he could see Baldy 
beating 2:10 with “ Billy’ Andrews in the 
sulky. So he bought, sent the colt over to 
the Andrews barn, and six days later Baldy 
had a 2:06 tag and had won back $4,000 of the 
sum Madden paid for him. Then Madden 
sold Baldy to Mr. Schmulbach, price not 
stated, but probably about $12,000,

Deal at Lake Forest Brings Out 
Entirely New Play. 


QUICK THINKING WINS GAME 


Daring Move Extricates Victor from 
Difficult Situation.

The deal which follows, played in Lake 
Forest during the last week, brings out @ 
play which is entirely new. Audacity and 
quick thinking work together to extricate a 
Geclarant from a seemingly impossible situ- 
ation: .

West Plays Hand Well. 

After winning the second trick it seemed 
natural for west to go at once to his strong 
suit of clubs. If they dropped all right he 
would eventually secure seven tricks, or one 
lesa than he had contracted. 

As south, however, apparently held six 
spades originally, there was great danger 
that north notight hold more than three clubs. 
West, therefore, led the queen of spades, 
reasoning that south would eventually bring 
in his spade suit, and that during the play 
of the spades north was almost certain to 
be forced to some club discards. 

The deal worked out as west had ‘planned, 
and the declarant held on to the nine of 
hearts rather than a small diamond, figuring 
that the queen of dimonds in dummy 
would make his opponents more apt to cher- 
ish that suit than the hearts. . 


Results Occur as Planned. 

The chub discards occurred as west had 
hoped, and trick eleven was the direct re- 
sult of his foresight and good play. Making 
the nine of hearts at trick thirteen was some- 
what lucky, but the position of north was 
dificult and that player perhaps did not at- 
tach enough significance to the diamond dis- 
cards of west at tricks four, five and six. 

Knowing when to allow the other side to 
win tricks is one of the most delightful arts 
of a player's equipment. 

How should a player bid holding the fol- 
lowing cards: Diamonds, ace, king, queen, 
0, 7, 4, 8; clubs, king 2; hearts, 9, 7, 4, 2; 
spades, none? 

Three diamonds were bid over two lilies, 
the left-hand opponent went to three lilles 
and the player with the hand above given 
went to four diamonds ano was doubléd, los- 
ing 300 points. Had he been content to al- 
low the opponents to play lilies, they would 
have lost 100, a difference of 400 points, or an 
av rubber. 


If a player will count his losing cards and 


consider that his partner's failure to support 
his bid means’ inability to contribute two 
tricks to their joint success, such bidding 
must appear absolutely futile and unreason- 
ing.

Boys Make Big Profits Selling Old Weeds. 


URING school vacation any boy with 

an ambition for a bank account can 

earn a& snug sum gathering and cur- 

ing weeds used in medicine, Nearly 

“every boy outside the larger cities 
knows by sight most of the weeds used in 
crude drugs, and after they are collected 
it is not difficult to cure and prepare them 
for market. 

Only the roots of8some weeds are salable, 
while of other varieties the flowers, leaves, 
and seeds have a money value. The plants 
that find a ready sale and constitute a 
staple commodity in the crude drug market 
are as follows: Burdock, dandelion, docks, 
couch grass, pokeweed, foxglove, mullein, 
lobelia, tansy, gum plant, scally grindelia, 
boneset, catnip, horehound, bi¢essed thistle, 
yarrow, Canada fleabane, jimson weed, 
poison hemlock, American wormwood, black 
and white mustard. 

The list of plants may be divided into root 
plants, leaves or flower plants, and seed 
plants. The principal root drug plants are 
burdock, dandelion, the docks, couch grass, 
and pokeweed. Those for which there is 
a demand for their leaves, flowers, or seeds 
are foxglove, mullein, lobelia, tansy, gum 
plant, scally grandelia, boneset, -catnip. 
horehound, yerrow, fleabane, blessed thistle, 
jimson weed, and poison hemlock. The plants 
of which only the seds are marketable are 
wormwood and black and white mustard. 

* 
Care Necessary in Handling. 

It must not be taken for granted that 
the gathering of these plants is all there is 
to.the undertaking. Care must be exercised 
in curing and preparing the crope so that

they reach the market with their drug prop- 
erties preserved and in attractive condition. 
Different plants require different methods of 
treatment to preserve the properties of most 
value and much hard work and earnest effort 
may go unrewarded if they are not properly 
handled. 

The United States department of agricul- 
ture has issued a bulletin covering in detail 
the different methods of curing all of the 
plants mentioned, and a copy may be ob- 
tained free by addressing a request to the 
secretary. The department will also furnish 
free a list of dealers who buy weeds prop- 
erly prepared for medicinal use. 

The market price quite naturally fluctuates, 
but the prices quoted below will convey some 
idea of the rewards for the industrious and 
painstaking boy. ‘Take, for example, bur- 
dock, which is also known by the tame of 
cockle button, cuckold dock, beggars’ button, 
hardock, and barbane. The prices of the 
roots, when properly cured, range from 3 
to 8 cents per pound, and that of the seed 
from 5 to 10 cents.

Roots Sold by Pound, 


Dandeliqns, which are also known by such 
common names as blowball, cankerwart, 
doonhead clock, fortune teller, horse gowan, 
Irish daisy, yellow gowan, and one o’clock- 
The root only is used tn medicine, and the 
time for digging is from July to September. 
The price pai dfor the cured roots ranges 
from 4 to 6 cents per pound, 

Roots of the dock plants should be collected 
in late summer or autumn after the fruiting 


‘ 


tops have ripened. The price ranges from 2 
to 8 cents per pound. 

In pokeweed both the cured berries and 
roots have a market value. Both should be 
collected when the berries are fully matured, 
which wevally occurs about two monthseafter 
flowering. The roots bring from 2to 5 cents 
a pound and the dry. berries about 5 cents a 
pound. 

Boneset leaves should be collected and 
cured during early autumn from July to 
September. The market price ranges from 
2 to 8 cents per pound. 

The flowering tops and leaves of the catnip 
plant should be harvested when the plant is 
in flower and carefully dried. The coarse 
stems and branches should be discarded: The 
market price ranges from 2 to 8 cents per 
pound. 

The leaves.and tops of the horehound plant 
are a well known remedy for colds and are 
elso used “In dyspepsia and for expelling 
worms. The market price is from 8 to 8 cents 
per pound. Every boy knows what jimson 
weeds are like. Both the leaves and the 
seeds are medicinal. The leaves should be 
collected at flowering time and the entire 
plant pulled up; the leaves stripped off and 
éried in the shade... The cured leaves bring 
from. 2% to 7 cents a pound. 

In addition to specific instructions covering 
the curing of the plant roots, seeds, and 
leaves the bulletin offers a practical sugges- 
tion on the marketing of the products. In 
thie latter connection it says: 

** Samples representative of the lot to be 
sold should be sent to the nearest dealer for 
inspection and quotation. In no case should 
the eritire lot of collected drugs be sent to 
dealers without preliminary correspond- 
ence.”

Their work is a series of con- 
orang contacts with the public.

Public utijities nm reality are the most dem- 
ocratic of commercial ingtitutions. | Patrons 
are of all conditions and al! classes in. the 
human scale, They are served with more 
uniformity and less discrimination by gas, 
street railway, electric. telephone, and water 
companies than by any other business. |, 

The widowed washerwoman i@ supplied 
with gas of the same heating value as that 
delivered the wife of the banker who. em- 
ployee her and who pays at the same rate; 
électricity of equal voltage and price is de- 
livered to mansion and cottage; all fares 
look alike to the street car conductor; the 
telephone operator responds with equal ce- 
lerity to the voice of the clergyman and the 
bartender. 

Although the facts are as stated, it is equal- 
ly true that the popular conception of public 
utility corporations is that they are anything 
but democratic. This state of mind on the 
part of the public is due to two reasons; 
first, because of the moropoly feature in re- 
sponse to the economic law that municipal 
utilities are best and most economically con- 
ducted as monopolies, and, second, because 
the true democracy of utility companies has 
not been suitably expressed in the acts and 
words of the operating organizations. 

* 
Duty to Remove Prejudices. 

The duty of the publicity agent as an envoy 
of good feeling is to remove these prejudices 
of the public. The vital necessity of having 
the greatest possible degree of public friend- 
ship is apparent, and to obtain it the pub- 
licity man must have the hearty co- 
operation of every employé of the company. 
Officers and rfen must try on every possi- 
ble occasion to show that they realize their 
obligations and the exacting character of 
their work. They must try to impress upon 
the public that they regard their work in 
the nature of a public trust; that they ask 
payment only for what they earn, and that 
they desire neither compensation nor consid- 
eration except In exchange for value given. 

To the public there are two distinct phases 
of utility corporation, contact—persaonal and 
impersonal. The rsonal contact, of 
course, is with the service rendered. The 
customer has to stop and think before he re- 
members that there is a group of persofiali- 
ties creating the service and if the service is 
continuously good he may never think of it 
et all.

Personal Element Counts. 

The persona! phase of a corporation's con- 
tact with the public lies In the officers who 
represent it in the eyes of the people; the 
salesmen who seek their patronage; the 
cashiers and clerks who accept their money; 
the eaployés who correct trouble and handle 
complaints; the motormen and conductors 
on the cars, the telephone operators, the 
men who read the meters, and occasionally 
the linemen and other workmen. 

Now, a house fuse may blow out, but it 
A gas pipe can be 
Plugged with napthalene, but it is never in 
a hurry or peevish. A street car may be 
Overcrowded or late, but it cannot become 
involved with obnoxious political factions. 
A telephone transmitter may refuse to work, 
but it has no power to order people around or 
refuse to pay bills. 

The kind of service a man receives is gec- 
ondary to the kind of treatment his pride 
receives. If he believes the company treats 
him with respect and cairpete he is willing 
to put up with a certain*amount of inter- 
ruption to the service and not grow hostile. 
But if ce ears a gruuge against the com- 
pany tl.. best service and the lowest rates 
will not make ya a friend.

Subject ee People's Will. 

Utility companies derive the right to do 
business from the people, and they are, there- 
fore, subject to the will of the people. Re- 
gardiess of the precise character of the polit- 
ical machinery in vogue, every uthlity com- 
pany in the United States relies for fts Sta bil- 
ity upon the sufferance of the public. 

The newspaper and other local ady ertising 
of public utility companies, to a considerable 
extent, is accepted as expressing the spirit of 
the organization, and it is in handling this 
feature that the publicity agent can be of 
great service. A great part of the public sees 
the advertising frequently, while the average 
customer comes to the company’s office not 
more than once amonth. Evenin plain com- 
mercial advertising there can be a certain 
tone indicative of the company’s way of look- 
ing at things, how it regards its customers. 
and the degree of satisfaction rendered. 

A part of the duties of some publicity men 
is the handling of customers’ complaints. In 
such matters much depends upon the precise 
manner in which a customer is addressed and 
the way a subject is presented or explained. 
“Some of the best men engaged in handling 
customers’ complaints realize that the advent 
of a thoroughly angry man or woman, who is 
absolutely sure that he or she has been un- 
Justly treated by the company, is the one 
supreme occasion for converting that antag- 
onist into a friend. It is the time of all times 
to convince the complainant of the fairness 
of the organization and its entire willingness 
to take all the time necessary to go thorough- 
ly over his grievance and correct anything 
in which it has been at fault. The firmest

Open Front Should Face South. . | 
There are varicus ways of constructing 

open front poultry houses. The principle is 
to have three efdes constructed as nearly air- 
tight-as possible, and the front, which should 
face the south, should be all or partly open. 
A cloth covering should be provided for use 
in cold wéather and shouid. be so conatructed 
that it can be opened and closed at-will. . Wire 
netting should also be placed on the opening 
to protect the fowls from rats, cats, and 
dogs. It ts advisable to. have the open front 
on a frame with hinges on the top, 80 that it 
car be raised during a sunny day and closed 
up during the night when the weather is cold 
or stormy. By opening this cloth covering 
on a bright day the sun can pepetrate every 
part of the house. 

Sunehine is a perfect germicide, adding to 
the health and comfort, of inmates. Such a 
house can be cheaply constructed. Itda not 
how muc!: money you put into a house but 
how you build It. 

In climates where the weather does not 
become too severe houses of this construc- 
tion need no other arrangements for the com- 
forte of the birds, but In Jocalities where the 
thermometer gets down to or below the zero 
mark curtain front perches should also be 
provided. These drop curtains in front of 
the perches will provide ample protection to 
towls in the coldest of weather, and will not 
prevent them from being supplied with freeh 
air during the roosting houra These cur- 
tains may be made of burlap or mustin, hung 
from the top, covering the entire roosting 
space from the top down. If the roostsare 
shorter than the buiiding side curtains must 
also be provided for the ends. Either have 
these curtains put on frames or hung loosely 
with a weight on the bottom to keep them in 
position.

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Should Be Cleaned Regularly. 

I would advise that these roost curtains be 
cleaned and disinfected at certain intervals 
so that they will always be in a sanitary con- 
dition. A good idea is to change them each 
fall, as the material is cheap.

Deserved Praise Counts. 

It ie easily possible to lose the sense of 
proportion in this matter of praise. Praise 
for natural encowments may increase vanity, 
and praise for anything other than definite 
achievement may be but sounding brass and 
very brassy. : 

If you cannot win praise because of effi- 


ciency, and if you cannot gain praise except 


for the most worthy -reasons, you: would 
better put thé idea out of your iife. But if it 
is one of the prime impulses that drives you 
on to noble achievement, it is not to be 
scorned nor underestimated. 

As men expect praise. so should they give 
it. Im general they are a bit chary. They 
keep their approval to themselves. They do 
not say the things that would warm the 
cockles of the heart of a fellow man and 
give him the final evidence that what he was 
doing was real achievement. 

If you could help a man by a little sincere 
praise, would you withhold. it? Would you 
not rather put yourself out a little to give 
it? Do you recall] often enough how much 
you have been helped-in this way. There isa 
good field for the application of the golden 
rule in this matter of praise.

1 worked in the store at Newton, N. J., until 
1890. Then I decided that the prospects for 
advancement were better in the west, so I 
went to Grand Rapids, Mich., where I got a 
job as. salesman’ in the children's clothing 
department of a retail store. ‘IT left there two 
years later and came to Chicago just before 
the world’s fair to take_a position as sales- 
man with Siegel, Cooper & Co. In a short 
time I was promoted to be assistant buyer in 
the merchant tailoring department. 

In 1898 I was offered a position as buyer of

Clothing company at considerably more sal- 
ary than_I had been getting. wuring the 
world’s fair I got married to a young woman 
from my home town who came here to visit 
the éxpesition. -. ; ; 
About that time, when my prospects looked

I didn’t say 
anything, but it made me feel pretty much 
discouraged. That didn’t make any differ- 
ence in my work, however, and in a few 
months conditions had improved to such an 
extent that the firm put me back on the old 
salary basis, with the promise of an early 
increase.

Study Wants of People Carefully. 

In 1908 I left the employ of the Woolf 
Clothing company to become buyer of men’s, 
good or bad. That qualification can only be 

&Co. Later I was given charge of the men's 
hat department and this fall I will have an 
additional department of. boys’ outfitting. 

If I were advising a young man how to 
become a successful buyer, I would tell him 
to apply himself closely to his business and 
carefully study the wants of the people. 
Anybody can buy goods, but it is a different 
proposition to buy goods that can be sold at 

a fair margin of profit. In the clothing busi- 
ness a buyer must be ap expert judge of 
fabrics. He must be able to tell the instant 
he touches a piece of material whether it is 
good or bad. That qualification can only be 
atvained by long years of experience in han- 
dling such goods. 

The duties of a clothing buyer are very 
similar to those of any other departmental 
buyer. He must buy all the merchandise 
handled by his department, hire all the help, 
supérintend the selling ¢nd, and receive from 

forty to fifty salesmen every day. Each of 
these representatives of other firms must be 
treated with just as much courtesy as if they 
“were customers, and if it is not advisable to 
‘buy any of their’ goods, they must be sent 
away feeling just as godd as if they had made 
a shie. The value of courtesy is as great in 
buying goods as it is in selling them. 

During the year a clothing buyer for a big 
department store purchases approximately 
$1,000,000 worth’ of goods, and his success 
or failure depends on his ability to buy this 
enormous stock to the mutual advantage of 
the store and ite customers. He is really the 
proprietor of that department and his salary

there are 80 many exceptions that it fs far 
from being an unvarying and sure rule for 
winning ‘success. Fortunate, indeed, is the 
man who never has any occasion to’‘change 
his line of work, but many who haye won 
eminent success have done #0 simply be- 
cause they have had sense enough to know 
that often there is no wiser course than to 
change your line of work, even though you 
may have met with some degree of success 
in that line. : as 

Often after many years in one kind of 
work, some other line may be found for 
which ‘you are much: better fitted. Two of 
America’s most famous inventors were suc- 
cessful and talented artiste for years be- 
fore they found that they had even strong 
talents for the work of invention. 

Robert Fulton, when only 17 years of age, 
became a miniature painter and was so suc- 
cessful that by the time he was 1 he had 
saved enough money to buy a farm. Believ- 
ing he had artistic talents that were well 
worth cultivating, young Fulton soon pro- 
ceeded to England to’ study painting under 
the famous American painter, Benjamin 
West, who had for many years resided in 
London. After some é¢fforts in this line, 
Fulton. decided that he had more talent for 
the career of an engineer and therefore 
dropped his anrbition to be an artist. 

Samuel F. B. Morse likewise changed from 
the profession of art to that of invention, 
but was far more famous at the time he 
Having been at- 
tracted to the subject of electricity when 
about 41, he persistently sought to invent a 
practical telegraph and succeeded in so do- 
ing when 44 years of age. If hé had strictly 
followed the rules laid down in most books 
of advice, he would have stuck’to the line in 
which he had started, but if he had done so 
the telegraphers of America would never 
bave had any reason for erecting a statue to 
his genius. .

Failure, Changes Many Careers.

Some seek 
the advice of relatives who have been in 
this country from two to five years and have 
a better knowledge of American business. 
The advice they get is pretty much the came. 
They are told to go to_Asebury Park, Long 
Branch, or Atlantic City and start up small. 

A careful study of conditions shows them 
these are good centers for doing business on 
a small scale. After getting much advice 
from their neighbors and friends they finally

Prices of improved farms in western Ore- 
gon range from $40 to $100 per acre varying 
with the value of improvements to locality, 
nearness to transportation, etc. Logged- 
off land may be bought for $15 an acre, but 
the cost of clearing it varies from $16an acre 
by the char-pitting process to $75 to $150 an 
acre by the use ofexplosives. Land suitable 
for growing fruit may be bought for the 
same price as farm land, but such land in 
recognized fruit districts, where the industry 
has been perfected and where reputation ig 
a tangible asset, is worth about $200 an acre. 

First class apple trees can be purchased at 
from $15 to $20 per hundred. Trees are first 
planted when one year old, fifty-five to 
eighty to an acre. To prepare the ground, 
dig the holes, furnish and plant the trees and 
cultivate them the first year will cost $20 an 
acre. Six year old trees will bear from 50 
to 150 boxes per acre and 7 year olds from 100 
to 200, 8 year olds from 200 to 400. Fancy 
apples are worth from $1.50 to $2 per box. 

It will cost about $7 per acre per year to 
care for the young orchard. When- the 
orchards begin bearing the cost of marketing 
from the time the apple is on the tree unti] it 
gets to the depot averages about 50 cents 
per box. A large proportion of the Oregon 
apples are grown without irrigation, so irrt- 
gation costs do not figure in these statistics. 

It is estimated that the cost of caring fora 
10 year old orchard for ten years is about 
$1,080. The crop during these ten years 
should be about as follows: At 6 years oid 
three-quarters of a box per tree; 7 years, one 
and a half boxes; 8 years, three boxes; 9 
years, four and a half boxes; 10 years, six 
boxes, making a total of sixteen boxes per 
tree. Figuring the apples at the minimum 
ef $1.50 per box and allowing 530 cents per 
box for harvesting and delivering to depot, 
leaves $16 per tree.

In the morning put 
these into a double boiler with a pint of 
sweet milk and cook until the tapioca is 
tender. Take from the fire; beat in the 
yolks of three eggs; sweeten to taste, and 
add half a glass of brandy. Pour inte 
pudding dish to get cold. 

“To make the caramei—Brown a cupful 
of sugar in a saucepan over the fire. stirring 
as it browns. 

“When of the right color add a cup- 
ful of boiling water and cook to a sirup. 
When it is cold add the stiffened whites 
of three eggs; beat well and long, pour 
upon the pudding in the dish. 

** Serve ice cold. 

“ This is a nice Sunday dessert. Pre- 
pare pudding and sauce on Saturday and 
add the beaten whites next day.

Dandelion a la Spinach. 

“TI have read several times in the ex- 
change requests for recipes for making 
dandelion wine and also talk of dandelion 
salad. Few seem to know that the so- 
called ‘weed’ may be cooked into a pal- 
atable dish for dinner and save the cost 
of the vegetable which must be bought 
from huckster or grocer. Try this and see 
if I am not right. 

Use none but the tender inner leaveg of 
the plant and discard the stalks. Lay the 
selected leaves in ice cold water for an 
hour to get firm and crisp. Have ready a 
saucepan of boiling water that has been 
slightly salted; put the drained leaves into 
this,and cook slowly and steadily for half 
an hour. Drain carefully and run through 


' your vegetable press. or if you have none 


press ali the water out through a colander; 
then tufn Into a wcoden tray and chop fine. 
Make a ‘roux’ of a tablespoonfu! of but- 
ter and the same of flour ina saucepan, and 
when it bubbles turn the chopped greens 
into it. 

“ Toss and turn with a silver fork until 
the whole mass smokes. Add a generous 
tablespoonful of cream. a teaspoonful of 
sugar. and the juice of half a lemon, with 
a dash of nutmeg. Stir for one minute and 
serve in a hot, deep dish. Garnish with 
hard boiled egg cut into slices. Or it is 
even more like spinach !f you wil powder 
the hard boiled yolk of an egg and strew 
over the surface after it is dished.

red peppers or pimentos. I will 

teH her of an easy way of do- 

ing this. The canned pimentos 
sold in the shops areexpensive. The house- 
mother who cans sweet red peppers for 
lrerself may have better pimentos at half 
the cost, especially if she raises them in her 
garden. Green peppers of salad fame are 
allowed to ripen, and when in their prime 
are picked for canning. 

“They should be plump and fully ripe 
and red. 

“Cut off the tops and take out the seeds 
and the white membrane lining them. [Be 
careful in extracting the seeds not to let 
them touch the inside of the peppers. The 
pungency of the pimento is in the seeds. ] 

“Lay in boiling water for five minutes, 
er until the skins may be pulled off easily. 
Then drop into very cold water. Skin 
and pack into jars, such as are used for 
canning fruit. Do this with care not to 
break them nor to tear apart. Add a tea- 
spoonful of salt to each quart jar. Fill 
with water and adjust the rubber; screw the 
top on loosely and set the jars in «@ boiler 
of cold water. Lay several thicknesses of 
cloth in the bottom, or a layer of hey to 
prevent cracking. Bring to a boil slowly 
and keep this up for five minutes. Then 
screw the tops on tightly and continue the 
boil for an hour and a half for pint cans, 
three hours for quarts. As the jars cool 
tighten the tops. Keep in a dark cellar. 
I have put up many dozen cans of peppers 

a this way. 

“ All my vegetables—squash, beans, peas, 
beets, okra, tomatoes, corn [on the cob], 
ete., are put up without other preservatives 
than their’‘ live’ steam bath, and all keep 
perfectly.. If any sister housewife should

“ Have any of the members ever eaten 
cooked radishes? We are egjoying them 
this summer, prepared as follows: 

‘‘Peel the radishes and lay in ice cold 
water, slightly salted, for an hour. Have 
ready boiling water, a Jittle salt in a sauce- 
pan, put in the radishes and cook tender. 
Drain off the water and pour in a second 
supply, boiling hot. Bring to a boil; drain 
the radishes and turn into a deep dish. 

“Cover them with a good drawn butter 


» founded upon milk instead of water; season 


with pepper and salt, and serve when they 
have stood in the sauce in the open oven 
for five minutes to let the dressing sink 
into them. 

‘What are left over may be made into a 
salad next day (cold). Cover with French 
dressing and surround with crisp lettuce 
leaves. We cook a generous quantity on 
the first day on purpose that enough may 
be left for salad.

Household Variety Hints, 


A last batch of the excellent “ Household 
Variety Hints"’ with which a valued cor- 
respondent has favored us during several 
recent issues is presented today. The 
thanks of the Exchange are hereby award- 
ed to her for the set. , 

‘‘CATSUP.—A very satisfactory tomato 
catsup for busy people can be made from 


the ‘Strained Tomato Pulp,’ which is sold 


at 5 cents the small (I think half pound, 
although possibly it is a one pound) can, 
size of small oyster can. It may be cooked, 
I simply pour into a glass jar and stir in 
the seasonings—sugar, salt, ground cloves, 
allspice, cinnamon, red pepper, and vine- 
gar, which may be used according to taste, 
as one or another may prefer the prepon- 
derance of a different spice. 


“GREEN PEPPERS.—Mexican cooks, 

who excel in the use of these piquant veg- 
-etables, first toast them over coals or ona 
stove pntil the thick outer skin blisters; 
then when it is cooled, peel it off. This not 
enly removes the unpleasant and indigesti- 
ble tough skin but imparts a different and 
far more agreeable taste to the peppers, 
whether of the sweet or the hot varieties. 

“ RICE.—I have had pointed arguments 
with cooking schoo! experts over the cook- 
ing of rice, they advocating from two to 
three hours’ cooking, putting on in cold 
water. I have water boiling sharply, throw 
‘= the rice, well washed and drained, and 
boll briskly from twenty to thirty minutes— 
never over thirty—and without stirring, 
and every grain stands out whole and firm. 
There should not be too much water, little 
more than enough to cover the rice, and if 
it becomes too dry do not add cold water, 
but water ‘at the boil,’ poured in gently 
around the edges of the vessel. Cold water 
toughens rice. 

* ORANGES..--In tropical countries a fa- 
vorite orange dish is made by siicing them, 
either. peeled or not, into a dish and sprin- 
kling with salt and red (cayenne or Chil- 


* piquin, the little globular) peppers to taste.

‘*FIRELESS COOKER.—In the bottom 
of a tin fifty pound lard can (sold at gro- 
ceries for 10 or 15 cents) place a layer about 
three inches deep of either exceisior, 
chopped cork (such as comes as packing for 
Malaga grapes, which can be bought cheap- 
ly or is given away at groceries and frult 
stores). On the middle of this place a ten 
pound lard can (be sure to get the straight

from sprawling over the inner can. pack « | 


twist of old cloth, or elze paper, around the 
upper part an inch or so deep. Then make 


. @ circular.cushion, cutting a good seam 
. larger than lid of large ‘can, with a three 


inch strip sewed in between the two cir- 
cles of sacking, cloth, or whatever is used 
for cushion, and fill with the same sort of 
packing or some other. If you have only a 
little of the cork, use excelsior for the rest 
and the cork for the cushion only. I use 
for the cooking vessel a ene gallon molasses 
can, the kind with a fat sunken lid, fitting 
down into the can. This is used on any 
stove until the food has boiled for one or 
two minutes, and then set quickly into the 
inner can, fitting the lid of the molasses 
can down tightly into its can. It should 
not, of course, be put on tight, but only laid 
on loosely, before this. as the steam would 
make it burst off and spill the food. Then 
place on the cushion and the lid of the 
outer can, and leave for from two to four 
hours, according to the toughness of the 
food inside. It is perhaps better to weight 
the lid down with a flat iron or some such 
heavy article.” e 

“If you have no smaller can and want 
the ten pound lard can for your food vessel, 
cut from a suit box or some such heavy 
cardboard a strip just as wide as the ten 
pound can is high and long enough to roll 
around it once at least; if doubled, better. 
Roll around the can, slip off, and fasten 
with the brass paperclips used by lawyers, 
ete., two or three along the edge of the 
cardboard. This may be used in place of 
the inner can, to keep the packing firm, and 
not allow tt to work down into the hollow 
for the cooking can. ‘In default of excel- 
sior, cork, etc., an excellent nonconductor 
for packing is common newspaper, torn. 
into pieces twice the size of your hand and 
crumpled into a wad, the wads worked 
down into the interstices and tamped down 
as aforesaid. By using two small tin or 
agate pails with tight lids, not over four 
inches high each, and not making the bot- 
tom layer nor the cushion quite so thick, 
you can have two vessels for two different 
foods cooking at once. Of course, both 
must be ready to set into the cooker at the 
same time.’ One made in this way will do 


entirely as good service as those of my 
_ neighbor, which cost $15 and $18 each.

“1. To clean willow furniture: Provide 
yourself with a coarse brush dipped in 
strong salt and water; scrub each piece 
well; dry with a softcloth. The saltcleans 
the willowware well and also keeps it from 
turning yellow. Straw matting may be 
cleaned in like manner. 

"2. To clean hair brushes: Mix a lit- 
tle household ammonia in lukewarm water 
and wash the brush in this, taking care not 
to wet the back. lf a brush be very dirty 
add a little soap to the water, or rub it upon 
the bristles. Then rinse in clean water. 
Hang in the air to dry. If the brush be 
laid upon the back, the water will run 


down into it and injure the wood or ivory 


ef which it is made. If laid with the back 
up, the wet bristles are bent by the weight. 
Never let the bristles rest upon anything’ 
while they are damp. Suspend the brush 
where the air will reach it from all sides. — 

“When winter comes, be sure to keep 
a pan of water upon stoves and furnace. 
It will soften the air and ward off headache, 


also prevent furniture from warping and 


falling apart. If you have hot air regis- 
ters keep a wet sponge in each. It re- 
quires little care to do this, and the effect 
in tempering the dry heat and keeping 
down dust is incalculably beneficial. Once 
a week (say, every Saturday) scald the 
sponges. You will be-amazed at the dirt 
they have accumulated, thus saving furni- 
ture and lungs that much.

Consider- 
ing the time that the wardrobe has to cover 
it almost seems hopeless, especially when 
the small boy wears out everything quickly, 
and what boy does not? 

For the classroom and general wear a 
euit of corduroy is, I am sure, the most 
practical, durable, and economical. Then, 
too, it is safest to make two pairs of knick- 
erbockers for the one coat, for the latter is 
certain to outlast the other, considering 
the rough wear that the knickerbockers are 
subject to.

Norfolk Suits Always. Practical, 


Of course the sailor style is hardly ap- 
propriate for corduroy, it seems quite too 
etiff and heavy, but the Norfolk suits 
are always practical and seem to be the 
warmest for winter use. On many ofthe 
newest Norfolks the pockets are made with 
a box plait in the center, then of course 
buttoning the body of the coat. If you 
do not have a pattern for a pocket of this 
sort it will be easy .to cut one. Take a 
piece of paper about five inches long and 
eight inches wide; then mark off on the 
top and the bottom line, points at an inch 
and a half, and three inches, at five and at 
six and a half inches. 

Then make a crease from the point at 
three on the top line to one at the bottom 
line, and fold it over so that it will come 
to the two points at an inch and a half on 
the top and bottom line and baste; treat 
the points at five inches the same way, fold- 
ing them over to the ones at six anda half, 
and baste—this will make a small box plait. 

After this you can put in the hem at 
the top, and the stiching of this will hold 

/ the piait in place, and when the edges of 
the pocket are turned in and stitched to the 
coat and then pressed, the bastings can 
ve removed and the plait will stay in 
nlace. If you like, and I think it will 
nelp to make it look better, you can turn 
in the corners at the bottom perhaps about 
five inches, and stitch it that way; or in- 
stead you might curve the bottom of the 
pocket and give it a different shape. 

Then, too many of the newest pockets 
have flaps, which button over on the pocket 
and these may easily be applied. 

ae x 

Flaps Require Great Care. 

If you are thinking of putting flaps on I 
would suggest that you merely turn the 
top under and stitch it to the body of the 
coat, for that is by far the easiest way. 
But if you prefer to put it on as though 
it were coming from the inside, the great- 
est care must be taken when slashing the 
body of the coat. 

First finish the flap cempletely; that is, 
line it and stitch the edge so that it is 
all ready, just to be joined to the coat; 
then pin it on the latter an eighth of an 
inch below where it is to come when fin- 
ished. Then cut the line, the exact width, 
across the top of the flap, just where it 
is pinned, and then cut a tiny slash up- 
ward at either end just an eighth of an 
inch. 

After that unpin the flap and place it 
wrong side out so that the right edge will 
be over the top edge of the slash and 
stitch, just the eighth of an inch from the 
edge. Bring the flap down, putting this 

“newly made seam between the edges of 
the slash, and stitch it twice across the 
top. 

This same method of putting on a flap ap- 
plies also to putting a pocket on the Inside 
of the coat except that when stitching the 
flap on the top, the other edge is not 
caught, but Instead the one edge of the 
top of the pocket is sewed toit. I would 
advocate, in doing this, that the flap be 
finished and sewed before the pocket is 
touched, because the edges of the slash 
might stretch and then make a bad finish. 

Of course the shops are showing new 
and attractive shirting and many that 
are durable.

At Least One Flannel Shirt. 


I do think it would be a good plan 
to make at least one shirt of dark flan- 
nel. The boys are sure to take long 
tramps on Saturday mornings and then 
they are good for baseball and to wear 
uncer a sweater to go skating. I should 
suggest a dark gray or khaki color like 
the army shirts; make them loose fitting, 
with turndown collar, and to slp on over 
the head, and a large, deep pocket on-either 
side of the center front. I would make 
these latter with a buttonhole and the 
button on the shirt, the same as the real 
army shirt. 

Yesterday while I was talking to a small 
boy who has spent his first year away 
from home at a “ prep’’ school and is now 
turning his thoughts to his second year, 
I asked him what the most important 
garment in his trunk was, and without the 
slightest hesitation he informed me that 
it was his bath robe. 

So I am going to pass the word along to 
mother and big sister, so they won’t for- 
get this all important article, or I fear 
little brother would spend a few months 
of unhappiness and then he might per- 
suade Santa Claus to bring him one at 
Christmas time. 

Of course most of the bath robes are 
made from blankets; when cutting it Is eas- 
iest and I think it looks better, if the 
edge of the blanket that has the border 
is used for the center front, while often 
if this is used for the bottom it Is rather 
a task to hand stitch it. 

For finishing the bottom of the sleeves 
and perhaps the edge of the collar, if you 
cared to vary it from the general order 
of a plain hem, I would suggest to use 
a blanket stitch of matching silk or crochet 
one in wool, or perhaps bind the edge with 

‘ a narrow ribbon of matching color: if the 
boy thinks that quite too fussy, you might 
just finish it with a tiny hem, and ther 
sew a mediym size silk cord to the edge. 

If you decide to trim the bath robe 
with the cord, you might also make the 
frogs of it, too; a simple way of making 
them is to first make a loop, using about 


three or three and a half inches of the : 


cord, sewing the edges together and then 
filling the loop with the cord, using it as 
you would thread in a blanket stitch, and 
finishing {it with a loop long enough to 
meet another such frog on the other side 
of the closing. 

Then, too, many are using the Turkish 
toweling for bath robes, and I think that 
it is possible to make one for an ordi- 
nary sized boy. Of course the largest 
sized bath towels are used for this pur- 
pose, and I think that they make very 
comfortable robes. 


Answers to Sewing Queries. 


MRS. H.: Dark blue linen in one of this 
feason's weaves will make a good suit for 
your daughter. You can have a one piece 
dress and coat to match. Cut the front of 
the wa'st and skirt panel in one piece, make 
the shoulders long, and set the three-quarter 
length sleeves plain into the armholes. The 
rest of the skirt should be divided into three 
gores’ with -plaits let in at the side seams.

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OW old is the art cof the sculptor? 
French scientists and students of 


antiquity say at least 20,000 years. - 


This. much already has been es- 
tablished: Sculpture not only goes further 
hack than the-Greek and Roman civiliza- 
tions, but even of the older Egyptian civil- 
ization. 

The sculpture of 20,000 years ago shows 
considerable. development and skill, indicat- 
ing that even at that remote prehistoric date 
it was an ancient art. 

This fervent interest in the history of. the 
plastic art on the part of French and Euro- 
pean savants was aroused through a re- 
markable discovery of prehistoric sculpture 
which was made only recently by the French 


archzologist, Dr. Lalanne.

The discovery was made by the archzolo- 
gist at Laussel, near Marquay, in the de- 
partment of Dordogne. 

The figures were tut in the face of lime-

in relief, 

The figure of the woman is polished, ex- 
cept for the head. There are traces of red 
paint, too. 

The male figure is “not as well preserved 
as the female figure, which the scientists 
nam-d “ Woman with the Bison Horn.” The 
top of the head of the male figure and the 
extremities are missing. 

~* * 

Earliest Models of Human Form. 

Geologists who have made a study of these 
figures declare that they belong to a period 
only a little less remote than the Mousterian 
and are therefore from 15,000 to 20,000 years 
old. 

If the observations are correct—and it is 
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believed by French scientists that they are 
—these figures are by far the earliest known 
models of the human form.in sculpture. 

These sculptures have been presented by 
Dr. Lalanne to the Academie des Inscrip- 
tions et Belles Lettres in Faris. 

Since their presentation to the academie 
they have attracted thousands of men of 
learning. It is the universal opinion of 
authorities that the figures are the first life- 
like portraits of our early ancestors. They 
prove, scientists assert, the accuracy of the 


supposition that quaternary man was of a 
type far less simian than universally imazg- 
ined and was not much different from some 
éxisting races. 

The place in Laussel where these speci- 
mens of prehistoric sculpture were found will 
now, it is said, become the subject of fur- 
ther excavation. No efforts will be spared 
by scientists to have the cave where the fig- 
ures were found yield up what other signs of 
an ancient civilization it holds that 180 cen- 
turies or more have not yet effaced. 


Some of the more enthusiastic scientists uf 
France advocate the making of wide and ex- 
tensive excavations in that particular local- 
ity in the hope that perhaps another Pompeil, 
antedating the underground Roman city by 
18,000 or more years, may be uncovered.

Figures Resemble the Moderns. 
What fires the imagination of scientists 


most is the comparatively modern appearance 
of these figures.

A race that has advanced that far in scuip- 
ture, scientists think, must have possess d 
other accomplishments. If further excav2- 
tion should result in more remnants of <n 
ancient prehistoric civilization, modern the- 
ories and conceptions about the universe and 
*the origin and evolution of man would be 
considerably modified and furthered. 
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In the midst of these 
what wonderful discoveri 
sculptures may lead to, meny of the more 
romantic savants dream even of the pow 
sibility of finding some es of a laa- 
guage and perhaps some e tablets giv- 
ing a glimpse at things uncresmed of. 

But not even the mo iastic dare 
hope ever to discover the na: f the ancient 
master in sculpture, | t Rodin, who 
chiseled these figures living rock.

Wife beating has practically gone out of fashion; but there 
are a hundred other more cruel, more inhuman ways of making 
a woman's life miserable employed by the modern husband. 


Many men who are tired of matrimony, or who want to marry . 


another woman, treat their wives with cold indifference, never: 


speaking an unnecessary word to them for months, taking no interest. 


in the affairs of the home, and acting as a disinterested stranger. 
might. . i ; 


This treatment wears on a woman's patience and temper far more *, 


then harsh words and angry scenes. If she loves her husband, his 
indifference pains her terribly and eventually drives her to the 
divorce court when she is able to stagid it no longer. 

Then again there is the n who Ce the part of a despotic ruler 
in his home; he differs with his wifé on every possible question, and 
disapproves of her meth ng the house, her treatment of 
the children, her dress, her amusements, and her friends. 

I have known men o would argue the question of a pew in 
ehurch for hours with the .wife. The sending of the children to 
Sunday school or the kindergarten would call forth an endless dis- 
cussion. 

They insist on accompanying their wives to dressmakers and 
milliners, and as surely as a certain gown or hat is admired they 
take an immediate dislike to the object of her admiration. Instead, 
they buy something. which she does not approve and which causes her 
annoyance ever time she wears it.

Many Demand Censtant Thought. 


Many men still retain their old fashioned ideas of marriage, and. 


demand every thought and moment from the woman who becomes 
their wife; in return they give.her almost nothing—a pleasant home, 
perhaps, and three meals a day. But the majority of women have 
that even before they marry. Never once does it occur to some of 
these selfish husbands to share ‘their thoughts and lives with the 
woman from whom they demand so much. 

Men of this sort make a woman's life a burden; she dreads the 
return of her husband from business at night, for she knows that 
the evening will be spent trying vainly to explain why she did this 
or that and accounting for the way she has spent her husband's 
money. Every act of hers must be gone over and discussed ; evcry 
penny must be accounted for. 

Another type of husband who drives his wife to the divorce court 
is the man who is perfectly willing that any reasonable amount of 
money be spent on the furnishing and running of the home, the 
clothing and education of the children, but who : “ves insanely. when 
his wife timidly asks for money to buy a much needed new frock for 
herself, loudly proclaiming that her Wild extravagance will drive him 
to the poorhouse. There are some men who seem to be of the 
pinion that there is nothing in the world too good for themselves 
and their children, but any old thing is: good enough for their wives. 

Sometimes women themselves are responsible for this attitude of 
mind, having unconsciously taken a place in the background and 
gradually relinghish their right to congjderation.

Owes It to Herself to Keep Respect. 

But more often it is selfishness, pure and simple, on the part of 
the husband. Her husband’s and her children’s welfare should be 
the first consideration of a woman who is a wife and mother, but 
she owes it to herself to’keep their respect and love by demanding 
certain privileges and comforts. 3 . 

Perhaps the most frequent grudge a woman has against her hus- 
band is his unjust way of dividing his earnings. Strange to say, 
this question arises more frequently among families of the middle 
and upper classes of society than among the Jaboring ‘classes. The 
laborer frequently turns over his pay envelope every time he draws 
his money, removing only two or three dollars for his car fare, lunch 
money, etc. This condition does not prevail, however, among the 
social sets who pride themselves on being more advanced. The 
successful business man often allows his wife practically no spend- 
ing money; she does not-know the meaning of the phrase, “pid 
money”; or if she was used to her weekly allowance from her. 
father when she lived at home, it seemed like an eras dream after a 
few months of married life. 

‘This is really a peculiar condition of affairs, which is far more 
prevalent than most persons would suppose. I have known women 
who had several motor cars at their disposal, who had charge 
accounts at the shops and were able to buy practically anything 
within reason, and who had season tickets for the opera and yearly 
trips to Europe, to be unable to take a ride in the street car or biiy 
a matinée ticket for the theater, for the simple reason that their 
husbands do no allow them-even 5 cents & week for spending money.

Their Purses Practically Useless. 


Their exquisite handbags of gold and silver, of costly workman- 
ship and frequently set with precious stones, are prac tically useless 
for bills, and even silver is never concealed in their luxurious 
meshes. A handkerchief of rare fineness and delicacy and s' tiny 
powder box often are the only contents. 

When a man refuses to allow a woman to have a cent to spend 
she naturally feels resentful and humiliated. The husband cannot 
understand her attitude. When she asks for money he replies, “ Do 
you not have an account at all the shops? You can go to any one 
of them and buy anything and everything you wish.” 

I have had many women, whose husbands were rated as rich men, 
come to me and tell me that they would give a great deal if they 
could earn a few dollars a week, so they might have some money 
which they might call their own, to do with as they please. 

These women’s friends think that ‘they have everyhing their 
hearts desire and such a good husband! They do not understand 
that they practically are paupers; neither do the husbands. If the 
latter were accused of being close or stingy with their wives they 
would deny it stoutly, for in their selfish, egotistical way they are 
sure that their wives are better treated and more favored than the 
majority of the women of their set.

N most divorce cases sume fault of the husband’s is named as the 
cause of the trouble, but if the truth were really told the wife 
is more frequently to blame. She may not know it or acknowl- 
‘edge it, even to herself, but the fact remains that through some 

tactless spcech, some unpleasant mannerism, or some careless habit 


she has at some time lost sonmie of her husband's love and respect. 


Neither one of them may have realized the imporance of the 
slight- quarrel or little disagreement at the time, but it opened the 
way for more serious differences. 

‘A honeymoon quarrel frequently is the first step toward the 
divorce court. It is patched up quickly, and the young bride and 
bridegroom may think their happiness as perfect as it was before 
the incident; but one misunderstanding leads to another of still 
more importance, until they finally dislike each other thoroughly, 
and the divorce court is the inevitable finish. 

The suecess or failure of marriage depends largely upon the wife. 
Of course, there are some men who would not treat the best wife in 
the world well, but they are the exception, not the rule. The 
average man will‘not stray to the club or the “other woman” if 
his home life is pleasant and his wife a sympathetic companion. 

Ninety-eight per cent-of the men and women who marry are 
resolved that they will make the future bright and rosy and happy 
for the one they love.

Little Things of Everyday Life Count. 


It is the little things of everyday life that really count and make 


or mar our happiness. 


A nagging, fussing, fault finding woman will soon make a discon- 
tented, grumbling man out of her husband. Many a man who 
would not think of bringing his business troubles into his home has 
to listen to long, uninteresting stories on the servant question and 
the troubles of housekeeping when he gets home in the evening. 

His wife gives him to understand that she would have been much 
better off if she had married his rival, or even if she had never 
married at all. She does not hesitate to let him know that she is 
a martyr, a mere domestic drudge. Life to her is dull and unin- 
teresting, and she tells him so very plainly. 

Naturally the husband eventually becomes grumpy and discour- 
aged. He reasons that he works hard all day long, and brings 
home practically all his earnings; in return he gets three meals a 
day, a bed to sleep in, and once in a long while a little pleasure. 

Finally he.figures out that he is getting the worst of the bargain, 
and the result is that he gets to drinking more than he should, 
becomes interested in some woman who jollies him instead of scold- 
ing, and refuses to spend his evenings at home with his wife. 

She would not listen to you if you were to tell her it was her 
fault.

Only a Few Fill Shoes of the Ideal. 


Unless a woman is indispensable to a man, a part of his intimate 
life, and capable of sharing his pleasures and assisting him to over- 
come his difficulties and worries, she is not a good wife to him. 
Yet how many girls are there who are brought up to fill that place? 
A comparative few. ; 

The mother who wishes her daughter to make a successful wife 
should give. her a long and thorough lesson in tact. for it is the 
tactful woman who manages her husband and makes him happy at 
the same time. 

Tact, skillfully applied, will smooth the wrinkles out of a hus- 
band’s troubled brow and untangle domestic difficulties sooner than 
any other known remedy. : 

The American woman of the upper classes has only a small part 
in her husband's life. Her husband is too closely occupied with 
business to be interested in her frivolous amusements. She either 
does not care to or is not capable of enjoying his pleasures. Fre- 
quently the husband is content to have her so; the wives of his 
business ‘associates are cut on the same pattern, and they do not 
expect more, so why should he? 

However, once in a while there is a man who requires more of 
his wife; he is not satisfied with a mere pretty doll, . Then he tries 
to train the woman whom he has married to be the woman he 
wants for a wife; she cannot or will not understand. They quarre! 
and grow still farther apart; finally the divorce court ends their 
struggles. The woman has failed as a wife. 

The pleasures and aims of the women of the middle and upper 
classes are not those.of their husbands. They ape‘the pleasures and 
vices of European society. In fact, many of them have the disease 
of Europe—of going to Europe—which should not be a disease at 
all, but which might and should mean much in their development 
and understanding.

Wealth Annually Sent Out of Country. 


There are commodities which are exported and which bring wealth 
{nto the country, and there is wealth annually sent out of this country 
which injures it. Why has congress omitted a plain duty, that of tax- 
ing those who, like Morgan, Vanderbilt, Bennett, Belmont, Carnegie, 
Phipps, Mackay, and thousands of others, send millions annually abroad 
to be expended in luxury and living? 

Is it not a pertinent question to ask why money produced here from 
American capital and by American labor should be permitted to be 
exported abroad for disbursements in Europe which bring no return to 
the United States? 

Why does not congress calculate, estimate, or ascertain the amount 
ef money annually expended by millionaires in foreign capitals? Not 
one cent is paid to this country for the money not only exported but 
totally lost to the capitalization of American industries and in the circles 
ef American labor. 

Foreign industries and foreign labor are directly benefited by the 
annual influx of American gold. Our loss is Eurdpe’s gain. If revenue 
fs so much needed why not increase the revenue by imposing a heavy 
tax on all money leaving the country? 

Most of the old and wealthy states have enacted laws imposing inher- 
itance taxes which compel the beneficiaries of persons leaving property 
to pay heavily on inherited wealth. And the federal government is now 
seeking to pass a constitutional amendment so that there shall be an 
income tax. 

Thrift and industry have come under the government harrow. The 
laboring, stay at honie people who skimp and save must pay all the taxes 
for the reason that it is the general policy of state governments to make 
this country as little attractive to money spenders as possible, while, on 
the other hand, in Europe the policy of government is quite the opposite.

France Taxes Horseracing. 

In France the government derives a large revenue from the sport of 
borseracing. In England horseracing is also an established institution. 
In this state and other states a similar craze that masqueraded as @ 
moral wave became manifest and lIegislation was enacted. which drove 
eur American bred horses across the seas. What we lost Europe has

The cost of liviag has become the nightmare of the 


their stables to England and France, and the vast sums of money which 
they expended in the maintenance of their strings of horses are now 
being annually paid out for foreign help. : 

The sport goes on just the same. The pleasure and benefit it gave our 
people have vanished and the growth in the moral welfare of the people 
by reason of the banishment of the sport is not visible. I merely men- 
tion horseracing as one of many instances which might be brought for- 
ward to show how government, in driving out some of the pleasures of 
the rich, creates in foreign lands elements of attraction which lure from 
our shores millions of American dollars. 

These millions if expended here would benefit American labor all 
along the devious lines of commerce. Why should any amount of cap- 
ital, either for business, pleasure, or any cause, leave our country for 
the enrichment of Burope without being taxed for revenue? We pay to 
import luxuries and necessities, but let slide through our hands all the 
vast sums exported for disbursement and absorption in Europe. 
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Women Plan No “New Ideas.” 


But it is not for the purpose of introducing new ideas on questions of 
tariff and revenue or for the opportunity of making suggestions in the 
halls of legislation as to the lines on which legislation gen: rally should 
be enacted that women seek the right to ballot. Women with ideas do 
not lack opportunity to express them in this country, and the value of 
the idea is quickly appreciated by the press and given wide publicity. 
Women do not seek equality with men before the law merely to give a 
demonstration of that equality by casting the ballot; neither do they 
seek the right to vote upon the grovnd that injustice is being done to 
them. This would be feeble anu puerile. 

Women, by their experiences and observations, have become con- 
vinced that since they are one-half of all the people and are affected by 
the environment in which they live it is only justice that they should 
be permitted to have a voice in their own government. 

Why should one-half, the male half, have the whole voice in the com- 
munity? Indeed, why should the female half be voiceless, and therefore 
slave, and the male half endowed with voice, and therefore free? What 
is speech if the speaker cannot vote? Why appeal to women if women 
have no voice? Why appeal to women if women have no vote? 

There are trends to the thoughts of minds which may be given sex 
classifications. Indeed, ohne may be permitted to say that they are male 
and female. To be sure, there are exceptions, but they only go to prove 
the old saying: The exception proves the rule. Few women have mas- 
culine minds and few men have feminine minds; therefore, women as a 
rule think and act in-accord with their sex and men as a rule think and 
act in accord with their’ sex.

Laws, Affect Man and Woman Alike. 


Enacted laws affect the female as well as the male population. They 
are the’ work of men.: The thought that underlies them is masculine. 
It may so happen that the law is in the main a measure affecting women 
solely. Would women have voted for such a measure? The measure 
itself might have been conceived in a generous mood to greatly benefit 
women. Our law books are full of laws enacted in such a spirit. Never- 
theless they are not wise laws. 

They fail to bring about the object of their enactment, but they do 
not fail to give woman a false protection, one which has a tendency to 
increase her dependence. Any law which places woman as a woman in 
a position other than in which a man would be placed serves to weaken 
woman and make her a dependent. ‘ 

I maintain that the women of our day are sufficiently intelligent to 
have a voice in the making of laws that affect them and that the best 
result for the community, the state, and the individual would be 
attained by women having a voice in such laws. 

Why should one-half of the people make laws for all the people? Laws 
which relate to the family, the home, the community in which the family 
resides, the taxation in state, county, and city and affecting the admin- 
istration of state, county, city, and village government are well within 
the understanding and judgment of women. 

No man will deny that woman's understanding of household manage 


ment or government is not better than his. Is the government of 8 
country, city, or state so very different? It is the feminine mind that 
takes naturally to the management of household details and conse> 
quently to municipal details.

Expense of Government Growing. 

The expense of maintaining state and city governments is a growing 
one everywhere, In many sections the expense is not in proportion to 
the growth of population. ‘The cost per capita is crawling, climbing up 
so that the heavy hand of taxation is laid with increasing pressure on 
every housewife and workingman in this country. It is a drain on the 
fund that defrays the cost of filling the market basket. 

Why should women be barred‘ out from the consideration of so impor- 
tant a matter as the expenses. of state or municipal government, espe- 
cially when fhat expense is a part of, or an equivalent of, the food she 
is seeking to put into the mouths of her children? 

What our cities and states lack is the influence of the feminine mind 
in the consideration of municipal and state problems. Our legislatures 
need the feminine influence; subjects should be regarded from the femi- 
nine as well as from the masculine point of view. City departments 
need the influence of women in considering many matters which arise to 
perplex their male chiefs. 

Laws made to govern men and women should be made by men and 
women. I do not mean by this that the legislature should be half male 
and half female. I mean that the legislator should have for his con- 
stituency both men and women. The voter is what the legislator has 
to bear in mind. , 

I am paying the legislator of the empire staté a compliment; I em 
assuming that he has a mind and that he has a regard for those who 
voted him into office. Anybody who knows anything about New. York 
knows that this is only a pleasant way of passing over an unpleasant 
fact. 
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Only Desires to Please His Boss. 

The New York legislator has only one thought—-to please his boss, 
the fountain of nominations and political preferment. In the legislature 
the legislator is, if a Democrat, a proxy for Charles F. Murphy, and, 
if a Republican, a proxy for William Barnes. But if the women voted 
Messrs. Murphy and Barnes would recognize their influence, and the 
influence of women would be felt in the laws enacted. 

Laws relating to and affecting all the people, the men and the women 
of the state, should be the joint production of a thought emanating from 
the united masculine and feminine minds in joint deliberation. 

Some slight traces of woman’s influence crop up from time to time in 
the administration of municipal affairs. But they are few and isolated. 
Some of them are connected with the administration of public charity, 
the public schools, and in the appointment of women as matrons in 
police stations, health department district nurses, etc. 

Reforms important and effective are swept aside as an interference 
with some special “ graft" as women being voteless are mere suppliants 
and have no compelling vote power to exercise. 

Women need the vote and the state and city need the vote of women. 
Not for personal pride but for civic pride; not for personal profit but 
for municipal gain. The electorate needs the enlistment of women far 
more than women the ballot. Only the boss, the politician, and the 
grafter would exclude and bar out the woman voter.

Can Men Point to Victories? 

Has the male voter so acquitted himself that he can say, “I have 
solved the question and problems of municipal government and I need 
no help; there is no need of women”? Is this true? Can the male 
opponent of woman suffrage in truth say, “ Behold our City of New 
York with its spotless streets;, with its clean and sanitary homes for the 
hard working poor; its municipai baths; its well stocked markets and 
its many charities and its magnificent police protection. Look upon 
our peace, prosperity, health, and show us why women should vote!” 

O, yes, he can say it. He can say a great deal that is not true. If 
he stated all the conditions, stated them just as they are, they are so 


damnable that the question would almost be, Not shall women vote but 
rather shall men hereafter be prevented frém voting? 

The male voter in New York City in all possibility differs little from 
the voter elsewhere. His responsibility as a citizen is signed over to 4 
political party. That party becomes his trustee for his citizenship. 

With supreme disinterestedness he permits that trustee to attend to 
all things. He supports that trustee with his vote and by doing so dis- 
charges himself of all civie obligations. He is free to attend to his own 
personal and private business. Would women do this? 

More. than $100,000,000 annually are expended in administering the 
municipal affairs of New York City. Charles F’. Murphy, representing 
Tammany Hall and the remnant of the Democratic party, is the voters’ 
trustee. He sits behind the scene and his manikins dance in front. 
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Gaynor Is Chief Mannikin. 


Mayor Gaynor is his chief showman or manikin. The streets of New 
York are not spotless. Great attention is paid to the main channels or 
arteries, but in the overcrowded districts the filth accumulations are a 
menace to the poor; the houses themselves are maintained in violation 
of every sanitary and hygienic rule of the board of health ; its municipal 
baths established at the outlet of sewers are places of disease and con- 
tamination: its markets protect extortion and high prices rather than 
induce producers to place their foodstuff within the reach of all at low 
prices. 

As the eruption of a volcano indicates subterranean disturbances, so 
occasional scandalous police outbreaks indicate the subsurface condi- 
tions of this city. The latest development, the cold blooded murder of 
a gambler, indicates clearly what is often stated that the police of this 
city rival the Russian police in their oppression of certain classes. ' 

It is no new story. In the east side, where the poor alien is quar 
tered, struggling against terrific odds in this our boasted land of the 
free, one hears low, timid whispers, strange stories of the blue coated 
police. 

The majestic policeman strolls along the pavement. Think you that 
the pushcart merchant or the little shopkeeper withholds from him his 
choicest fruit? Or, perhaps, a little change? How many of those blue 
coated, brass buttoned guardians of the peace are not mere uniformed 
“ grafters "? 

hey whisper softly strange whispers on the east side. They tell of 
loafers, and cadets, and gangsters who operate under the noses of police 


men who cannot see. 
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Politicians and Little Grafters. 


And why? What a system! Politicians of great influence at one 
end, little rascals at the other; politicians and policemen, gamblers and 
brothel keepers, gangsters and cadets are duly elected and qualified mem- 
bers of the Municipal Graft club. Why is the city overrun with armed 
gangsters, the gambling houses alleged to be open, and every conceivable” 
crime perpetrated? A Sodom and Gomorrah, with less protection than 
a mushroom mining camp in the; far west. 

Because the women do not vote! Because the men have transferred 
their civie duties to political organizations and have washed their hands 
of the responsibility of municipal government. 

If women voted they would not advocate their rights. They would 
seek to bring about beneficial results te the city, county, and state. 
These problems cannot be worked out by men alone or by women alone}; 
there is need of the male mind and female mind. Good citizenship is a 
dual proposition. | 
#1t is a species of civic wedlock. It is the union of the male voter and 
the female voter in all propositions of municipal government. To pro 
duce good government all integested or concerned should be actively 
engaged in bringing about the result. 

The higher morality of the women is essential. Conditions in most 
cities demand a moral tonic. It comes with the woman vote. Take the 
states where women vote and the result has been highly satisfactory. 

The salvation of New York City and other big American cities can 
only be accomplished by extending the suffrage to women. Votes for 
women means better homes for men.

We are grown many and mighty and nervous since the days 
if the pharmaceutical pioneers, Prota and Croillius, Paracelsus 
nd Albertus Magnus; and our ills command as much attention 
x our stomachs and our backs. This dreadful pace of life that 
se lead, that grows ever swifter with the wireless telegraphy and 
he airship, and noisier with the steel buildings and the subways, 
hays our vitals as electrolysis frays the conduits underground. 
ind we must, forsooth, buy more and ever more of the things 
dat stimulate and nurture and assuage. The time was, not 
ing ago, when the village doctor was enough for us. If lie 
«ald n't eure, we lay down and died, resignedly. But 
wwadays, to die is to lose a chance. We are like the 
id eripple whom the writer once met on a western 
nountain side, who, on seeing the first automobile chug 


ais way up the steep grade past his toll house, begged 


‘itifally to be eured that he might live “to see what in 
»ldurnation the next generation ’s going to do.” 

If the doctor can’t cure us fast enough or keep us 
sll long enough, we try something else. We hunt an 
ixir. We dash out of our offices when we are tired, 
»throw something into our insides that will work the 
uiracle of refreshment in a twinkling. Or, we ask the 
man at the counter for a nostrum that will tone us up. 
it, we read the patent medicine ads and become cured 
* a combination of faith and good works. Or, we 
4ift from one school of medicine to another — now 
wallowing the old allopathic “fluid extract,” now 
tking the eompact little homeopathic triple X, now 
nying the zelatin-coated “proprietary.” The wants 
¢ or physical ailments, as said above, become 
mst as great as the wants of our outward 
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comforts or of our gastronomic avarice; and the business of caring for these 
wants becomes well nigh as colossal as the making of breakfast foods or the 
refrigerating of meats. 

Where the alchemist could once work with his little mortar and pestle in 
his dark, mysterious chambers, and produce more than the race could consume, 
we today have huge factories that grind out pellets at the rate of a million a 
day apiece and that fill capsules at the rate of 50,000 an hour; and yet our 
demand is not satiated. We rake the wild pastures of every quarter of the 
globe for aconite and cannubis and ipecae and digitalis; but the yield does not 
suffice. In Java, we try cultivating and pruning and nursing the einchona tree 
till we raisé the percentage of quinine in the bark to sixteen pounds out of every 
one hundred, as we raised the percentage of sugar in the beet to fifteen and 
eighteen pounds to the one hundred; but still the ery is for more. 

We send out “drug geographers” to all parts of the earth, to hunt for 
something new or for more of the somethings-old. In Madagascar they find 
anise-seed oil in a plant that we had had all along in Hawaii, but wot not of. 
They find a new narcotic called “jaroma,” cherished among the medical secrets 
of remote and interior Persia. They discover the marvelous soya bean that 
grows from seed to harvest, and yields a useful oil, all within six weeks. They 
find a lake of solid soda twenty miles square in the middle of Africa. And on 
the shores of golden California they find a seaweed, neglected and despised for 
ages, that may yield a supply of potash and iodine that will break the monopolies 
of Europe. Yet, the absorptive power of our increasing nerves and illnesses 
remains insatiable. 

Nature being wild and untilled and not yielding all we require, we have 
even turned to the growing of drugs as we grow grains and vegetables. At 
Washington, our Department of Agriculture maintains a Drug Farm, as well 
equipped and as scientifically conducted as any other branch of its innumerable 
utilities. At the University of Minnesota, a “ medicine garden ” has recently be- 
come one of the features of what the boys used to eall the “ Cow College.” And 
in California, so many drugs — 895, count ’em — thrive in a state of nature 
that farmers are beginning to cultivate them as they do turnips and blackberries. 

Indeed, the Federal Government has gone into this drug business almost 
as if it had been commissioned by Congress to go to war. It is experimenting 
in’ the growing of everything. It has brought the opium-yielding poppy from 
India and found that-it ean do as well with it in cold Vermont as is done in hot 
Kirhassar by the Indian Sea. It has taken the licorice plant from the heart of 


‘Austria and; caused it to grow with luxuriance in the dry areas of Southern 


California. It has followed the various medicinal plants to their various climatic 
and earthy lairs, studied the soils they eat and the water they 
drink, and has begun to issue bulletins on their culture, as it does 
on the eulture of the ramie fiber or on the feeding of the 
chicken and the hog. 

Nay, more than this; it has even “rastled” with the 
problem of gathering and harvesting, and has begun to hunt 
for the way to meet the deadly competition of the laborers 
of the other worlds, who work for a frijole and live on the 
onion or the rutabaga. As Dr. Rodney H. True, head of the 
experimental gardens, said: | 

“We have no peasantry to searify and scrape our opium 
capsules; we have no coolie labor to pick our cannubis tops; 
and we have no fellaheen to gather our senna leaves.” 

So, lacking these working-for-almost-nothing peas- 
antry and coolies and fellaheen, the Department has set 
itself to the invention of a working-for-less-than-men 
machine. It has done as it did with tea, and almost afly 

day now it may explode upon the waiting world of 
medicine the knowledge that it has a harvester that 
will pull in the poppy leaves as the grain harvester 
pulls in the wheat or the rye. This yet-to-come ma- 
chine, it is said, may also cull the camphor leaves, or 
any old medicinal leaves that grow high enough above 
the ground for a machine to reach. And thereafter, 
who knows but that — this drug passion of ours con- 
tinuing — we may have the instrument that not only 
nips the leaves but extracts upon the spot their essences, 
and deposits buckets or huge phials of the precious 
medicaments along the furrows, as the combined har- 
vester leaves sacks of grain? 

How -vast would be the sum saved, Mr. Drug 
Maker! Think of those million pounds of cocaine 
leaves, for instance, that travel clear from Java to 
Germany every year to be boiled down into only about 
6,000 pounds of the crude cocaine itself! Suppose all 
that freight could be avoided! 

Of course, such a development would be hard on 
the factories that do almost nothing else but grind 
drug leaves and squeeze out their juices, like the one 
over in Darmstadt, Germany, that has been doing the 
same thing in the same spot for two hundred and fifty 

_ years, or like the one in Marseilles that pounds and 

eracks and dessicates cocoanuts — and even, of late, 
has been extracting the oil of the American peanut, to 
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ship back to America like coals to Newcastle. But, 
tempora mutantur; it is the law of progress. Once, 
the alchemist; now, the proprietary factory. Onee, 
the fluid extract; now, the triturated tablet. Once, 
the bales of leaves and twigs and berries and bark 
stowed away in the holds of ships or in freight cars, 
fermenting and drying in transit and losing large 
percentages of their medicinal strength; next, the 
extracting machine in the field, and only the her- 
metically sealed bottle and case in the bottom of the 
vessel or on top of the rumbling wheels. 

As in everything else in life, so in 
drugs, especially since drugs have 
been lifted from the domain of private 
science to the huge field of commercial |i 
enterprise. Economy in the growing, 
economy in the harvesting, economy 
in the shipping and economy in the 
manufacture go hand in hand, like the 
four elements of the Pythagorean 
quadrate. Since me 1 must have drugs 
and ever more drugs, they must 
have them cheaper as well as 
better, quicker as well as more 
conveniently. And what are 
one or even two factories more 
or less, when the making of 
medicaments is becoming as co- 
lossal an industry as the making 
of ‘flour, and when the factories 
that do exist turn out their 
products by the millions of dol- 
lars worth each year? 

Why, good children, have 
you any idea what an enormous 
thing drug manufacturing is? 
Ever go to Philadelphia and 
look over some of the institu- 
tions there that cause a flour 
mill or a brewery to look like 
thirty cents; or to Detroit, 
which seems to be a sort of 
breeding place for that kind of 
thing, as Kalamazoo is for celery; or 
to Boston, where the Yankee trading 
instinct long ago led naturally enough 
to the first eut-rate drugstore; or to 
St. Louis, which has first access to 
the endless hermetics of nature that 
lie west of the Missouri? In these cities, they ’ve 
gone so far with medicine-making that they even. 
have machines that make and fill gelatin capsules, as 
we intimated above, at the rate of fifty thousand an 
hour. They have “mixers” that stir up the different 
stuffs of which pills are made and deliver the pills 
to us at anywhere from 50,000 to 500,000 in a run- 
ning day of ten hours. One firm alone mixes, molds, 
cuts, bottles, boxes and delivers more than 900,000 
tablets between sunrise and sunset. One factory has 
spread out until six city blocks won’t contain it, and 
branches have had to be established in ,Canada and 
England. This factory keeps more than three hun- 
dred and sixty drummers on the: road,. winter and 
summer. For another factory, seven acres are hardly 
sufficient. Still another uses nearly 6,000,000 glass 
bottles a year; and this same institution, by the way, 


gets rid of about 700,000 oranges every twelve months © 


in turning out a certain new brand of pain-and-tired 
cure. 

Would you believe it possible that the little old 
alchemist’s shop could ever have expanded to such 
magnitude? Would you believe it posible that the 
human demand for headache remedies and heart 
bracers and gourmandy-relievers could ever reach 
such a pass when, only a couple of centuries ago, we 
were burying eggs in ant hills and gath- 
ering leaves and flowers because they 
looked like the eyes or the hair or the 
head or the liver? Do you wonder that 
a certain manufacturing druggist re- 
eently remarked : 

“Tt is an all wise providence that did 
not give man the possibility of supply- 
ing his own blood with oxygen. 
kinds of pumps and pneumatic appa- 
ratus would then have been necessary 
to be kept in stock in drug stores, be- 
cause man in his greediness would have 
tried to inhale more air than he needed.” 

Then, do you wonder at what you 
see when you pass a drug store or a 
pharmacy today? Remember how you 
used to look for the red light and the 
blue light in the apothecary’s window? 
Remember how you used to go into the 
store where everything was as still and 
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deadly as a.clinic and pass out your physician’s pre- 
scription ‘with a sort of viherstlon and awe to the 
druggist, who disappeared into the mysterious pass- 
ages in the rear and, in the course of time, emerged 
with a bottle and a bill that took all your week’s spare 
change? And do you realize.how all that is changed 
now? At the front is the soda fountain with the 
. boys and the girls and the perspiring fat man crowd- 
ing around it; on the other side is the cigar counter ; 
then, there are the candy and the stationery, the ¢cos- 
meties and the rubber goods, the paints and the razors 
—veritably a bargain shop, a department 
store, with the old pharmaceutical bottles and 
their Latin names standing almost idle on 
the shelves? ’Tis n’t like an apothecary shop 

any more. It isn’t one. It’s a store. 

A leading pharmacist ably described the 
situation recently, when he said: “It is use- 
less to look for a return of prescription writ- 
ing by physicians, or to hope to depend again 
upon the retail drug business for a living.” 

Making medicines by the whole- 
sale has simply put making medi- 
cines by retail out of the running. 

No single-handed druggist can 

compete with the machine that fills 

50,000 quinine capsules an hour, 

or delivers neatly rolled gelatin 

pills at the rate of five hundred a 

minute. No apothecary who buys 

by the pound or the sack can buck 

against the establishment that im- 

ports, as does one in Detroit, 
25,000 pounds of digestive fer- 
ments in a year. Besides, it 
used to be that medicines were 
made in extracts and we bought 
them by the four-ounce bottle; 
but now, even the most hide- 
bound allopath carries his little 
bag of pellets and feeds our ills 
by the drop where he used to 
“soak ’em” to us by the table- 
spoonful. This is a _pill-and-pellet 
age. And the pill and pellet are the 
congenial companions of the factory 
machine, rather than of the apothe- 
cary’s mortar, pestle, and finger. 

So, the druggist is driven from his 
rampart. He can’t “make a living merely out of pre- 
scriptions.” So, he has to make it otherwise. And 
here is one druggist’s description of that “otherwise” : 

“Besides putting in proprietary medicines as fast 

- as they come out, he must sell ‘patents,’ druggists’ 
sundries, and rubber goods; surgical and orthopoedie 
supplies, instruments and appliances; elastic sup- 
porters and electric batteries; toilet articles, and 
novelties; stationery, postcards, periodicals and mag- 
azines, and keep a circulating library ; musical instru- 
ments and accessories, photographic cameras and 
supplies; cutlery, hardware and sporting goods; 
paints, oils and varnishes; window glass and putty; 
wall papers and furniture polishes, and shoe and sil- 
verware polishes; bakers’, barbers’ and-.butchers’ sup- 
plies; trunks, valises and suit cases; leather goods, 
toys, and notions; teas, coffees, and spices, He must 
keep one or more soda fountains and a refreshment 
parlor for dispensing soda water, ice cream, candies, 
fruits, gums, sandwiches, and cut flowers; cigars, to- 
bacco, and cigarets; wines, liquors, and mineral 
waters. He must keep an ocularium, and dark room; 
fit glasses, trusses, and belts; must have a doctor’s 
office in the rear, a postoffice in front, and a ticket 
office in the middle. He must own doctors, dupes, 
and drug stores..

An- 
other, experimenting with kerosene and 
liquid air, found that he could produce 
attar of roses and extract of violets from 
common coal oil. Still others are even 
now working on the problems of what oils 
shall be used to supply the boundless am- 
bition of the modern race to cleanse itself 
with soap. For, it isn’t tallow and fat 
that make soap any more—the choice 
soap, the advertised soap. It’s palm oil, 
and cocoanut oil, and peanut oil, and even 
corn oil. And, of late, the Dutch have 
taken such a fancy to using cocoanut oil 
in butter substitutes, that the supply for 
soaps and unguents grows shy. Again, 
just as eucalyptus was getting a foothold, 
an inventor found a way to use it in vast 
quantities in extracting gold and silver 
from ores; and just as the wonderful soya 
bean began to look like a promiser, some- 
body made it into bread and discovered 
that it was better, for the purpose, than 
graham and rye. 

From such beginnings as these, there is 
no telling to what limits experiment and 
invention may go. The bounds are set 
only by the experimenter or the inventor 
himself. Back of the man in the labora- 
tory is the huge wealth of the factory to 
help him to work, and its huge commer- 
cial requirements to prod him on. Ahead 
of him is the unquenchable absorbing 
power of the modern remedy-passion. Be- 
tween the factories and this absorbing 
power is the converted-into-a-department- 
store druggistry, eager to sell, eager to 
buy, eager to be the go-between, with 
eandy and cigars for a side-line, station- 
ery and circulating libraries to attract the 
ladies, and postoffices and picture post- 
eards for all who come. If with such in- 
termedia the scientific instinct can’t find 
its release from the curse of shopkeeping, 
it had better go back to the ant hill and 
the citrull cucumber and begin over again.

The Other La Follette 


WOMAN much in the public eye is 

Mrs. Robert M. La Follette, the 

wife of Senator La Follette of 
Wisconsin. For more than twenty years 
she has been her husband’s partner in 
every one of his political fights, and has 
shown keen judgment in solving knotty 
political problems, 

The primary campaign that she con- 
ducted in California in behalf of Mr. 
La Follette’s candidacy for the Presi- 
dency, proved her to be not only an able 
political adviser and speaker, but a 
woman of great tact. She made no at- 
tempt to force her subject upon those 
who were opposed to Mr. La Follette, and 
spoke only upon invitation. Further- 
more, not all her speeches bore reference 
to the war for presidential supremacy. 
One address, that appealed especially to 
the women voters of the state, dwelt 
upon the progress of women during the 
past twenty-five years. 

Few women have lived so well rounded 
a life, and performed so capably the 
three-fold duties of wife, mother and 
comrade as has Mrs. La Foilette. ~ Her 
family and friends unite in declaring 
that she never neglected one responsibil- 
ity for another; and her four children 
—two sons and two daughters — stand 
in proof of the fact that the duties of 
motherhood have received full attention. 

Mr. and Mrs. La Follette were class- 
mates at the University of Wisconsin. 
After her marriage, Mrs. La Follette 
took up the study of law in order more 
fully to share in her husband’s publie 
eoncerns. Although there was at no time 
any intention of her making it a profes- 
sion, an evidence of her 
success in law is told by 
Mr. La Follette himself. 
At a time of great men- 
tal strain, the latter 
found that he would be 
unable to prepare a cer- 
tain brief that was to be 
submitted before the Su- 
preme Court. He sug- 
gested that Mrs. La Fol- 
lette do the work. She 
tackled it so successfully 
that the Chief Justice 
took occasion, in the 
presence of a number of 
prominent members of 
the bar, to compliment 
Mr. La Follette on the 
brief his firm had filed, 
declaring it to be the 
best brief ever presented 
to the Court. 

Mrs. La Follette has acted as her hus- 
band’s secretary from the time of his 
first election to Congress. She has also 
written for publication, and been the ed- 
itor of a department in La Follette’s 
Weekly, a periodical conducted by the 
Senator in Madison, Wisconsin. 

Mrs. La Follette is an ardent suffra- 
gist and says there never was a time 
when she did not believe in the vote for 
women. One of her hobbies is physical 
training for women, and she keeps. her- 
self in perfect condition by daily exer- 
cises, Her daughter, Fola La Follette, 
now the wife of the playwright, George 
Middleton, says that it is nothing for her 
mother to run three miles before break- 
fast, or to take a twenty-four mile walk 
during the day. She is also an enthusi- 
astic horseback rider.— Harriet Gilles- 
pie.
